"L«st  night  two  small  enterprises 
were  successfully  carried  out  near  Ar- 
mentleres,  enemy  trenches  being  enter- 
al and  their  occupant*  disponed  of.  The 
enemy  loaaea  are  eat  I  ma  ted  at  70  killed. 
Our  loaaea  were  trifling. 

"Today  there  baa  been  an  artillery 
bombardment  by  both  aldea  around 
Jpree. 

"The  statement  In  the  German  wire- 
lens  report  on  Dec  16  that  we  lost  four 
aeroplanes  is  untrue.

PARIS,  Dec  Iff.— The  following  offi- 
cial communication  was  laaued  tonight: 

"In  the  valley  of  the  Alane  at  the  out- 
post of  Vailly.  we  successfully  carried 
out  a  audden  atroke  yesterday  against 
a  grbup  of  housea  held  by  the  enemy 
and  took  about  15  prlsonera  without  suf- 
fering any  loan, 

"On  the  left  bank  of  the  Alane,  at 
Ville-au-Bola,  our  heavy  artillery  de- 
stroyed several  walla  which  concealed 
enemy  bomb  throwers  and  sharp- 
shooters. 

"On  the  heights  of  the  itfeuae,  at  the 
Bols-dea-Chevailere.  our  batteries  se- 
verely damaged  the  works  and  shelters 
of  the  enemy  and  cauaed  several  Urea. 

"The  Belgian  statement  reads:  'Tho 
day  was  culm  on  the  Belgian  front*  par* 
tlcularly  between  Nlenport  and  Dlx- 
mudo.  To  the  south  of  Dlxmude  our  ar- 
tillery took  effective  action  against  the 
oppoalng  batterlea.  Near  Steenatraete 
our  heavy  anna  silenced  mine-throwers 
which  bombarded  the  French  trenches. 
.  "Army  of  the  East — Quiet  prevalla 
along  our  entire  front 

"Expeditionary  forces  of  the  Darda- 
nelles— The  Turkish  artillery  displayed 
less  activity  on  December  15.  An  enemy 
aeroplane,  which  attempted  to  make  a 
night  over  our  lines  was  pursued  by  Our 
machines  and  forced  to  flee.  Our.  heavy 
artillery  continued  to  bombard  the  bat- 
terlea on  the  coast  of  Asia." 

German  artillery  displayed  feeble  ac- 
tivity last  night,  according  to  the  official 
statement  lasued  today. 

"Our  artillery  between  the  Olae  and 
the  Alane  replied  effectively,  and  our 
trench  guns  blew  up  a  German  muni- 
tions depot  near  Quennevieres,"  the 
statement  says. 

Ob  Italian  Front 

ROME,  Dec.  iff. — The  following  offi- 
cial communication  was  Issued  today: 

"With  the  exception  of  attempted  at- 
tacks, which  were  quickly  repulsed,  In 
the  zone  to  the  west  of  Monte  Coaton, 
In  the  valley  of  Aatico,  against  Oslavla 
and  on  the  Carso,  the  enemy  Infantry 
gave  no  notable  evidence  of  activity. 

"On  the  other  hand,  an  Intenae  action 
la  continued  by  the  enemy  artillery, 
which  is  aiming,  aa  usual,  at  bombard- 
ing the  countryalde,  especially  by  means 
of  long  range  guns.  Our  artillery  re- 
plied to  that  of  the  enemy  and  bom- 
barded Gorlala.

VIENNA,  Dec.  iff.— The  War  Office  to- 
day Isaued  the  following  statement: 

••Russian  front — In  the  district  of  the 
Kornrln  rivulet  the  army  of  Archduke 
Joseph  Ferdinand  repulsed  a  Russian 
attack.  Southwest  of  Olyka  an  enemy 
airman  waa  forced  to  descend  and  waa 
captured.  One  of  our  air  aquadrons 
successfully  bombarded  the  stations  of 
Annenoka  and  Klewa.  on  the  Mledwleo 
Railway.  A  tire  waa  started  at  Klewa. 
All  our  machines  returned  safely,  de- 
spite the  heavy  enemy  lire. 

"Italian  front — On  the  Tyrolean  and 
Jaonao  fronta  there  have  been  Isolated 
artillery  encounters.  In  the  Flltsch 
region  our  troops  repulsed  the  enemy  In- 
to the  Kara  defile.  Other  of  our  troops 
tn  heavy  fighting-  captured  the  heights 
north  of  BJelopolJe,  and  the  ground  half 
way  between  RoaaJ  and  Tome.  West  of 
lpek  the  enemy  began  to  retire  towards 
riava  and  Ouslnje.

FEAT  OF  CANADIANS 


Battalion    Beported 


to    Beve    Captured 
Position   After 
Charge 


TORONTO,  Dec.  Iff.— A  local  evening 
paper  today  published  the  following 
from  Its  London  correspondent: 

"A  battalion  of  Canadians  lately 
greatly  distinguished  themselves.  Or- 
dered to  drive  the  Germans  from  a 
strong  position  at  all  costs,  they  charged 
across  the  one  hundred-yard  gap  sep- 
arating the  trenches,  and  forced  the 
enemy  out  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet. 
Inflicting  heavy  losses.  The  Canadian 
losses  were  comparatively  slight.  The 
Germans  retreated  well  to  the  rear. 

"The  captured  enemy  position  was 
very  strong,  and  several  concrete  ma- 
chine gun  emplacements  were  found. 
The  positions   were  firmly  held  by  the 


Canadians." 


Canada's    Commerce    Shows 
•  Satisfactory    Advance    for 
November   and   for    Eight 
Months  of  Present  Year, 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  Iff.— The  Canadian 
domestic  exports  for  the  month  of  No- 
vember last  reached  high  water  mark, 
with  a  total  of  |i>2, 000,000,  being  double 
those  of  November  last  year,  while  tho 
Imports  for  November  last  were  $45,- 
•00,000.  This  is  the  outstanding  fea- 
ture In  the  trade  report  issued  today 
by  thje  Hon.  J.  D.  Reld,  Minister  of 
Customs. 

The  exports  of  ff92.0OO.OOO  are  made 
up  principally  of  agricultural  products, 
154,000,000;  manufactured  gooda,  $13,- 
000,000;  animals  and  meats,  $12,000,000; 
minerals,  $6,500,000;  lumber,  etc.,  $4,- 
600,000,  and  fisheries,  $2,000,000.  All 
these  show  a  very  substantial  increase 
over  the  corresponding  month  for  1914, 
agricultural  products  jumping  from 
118.000,000  to  $54,000,000;  manufactured 
goods  from  $6,000,000  to  $13,000,000  and 
animals  and  their  products  from  18,- 
000,000  to  $12,000;000.  The  export  of 
minerals  IS  also  exactly  double  that  for 
November..  1914. 

The  feature  of  the  imports,  totalling 
$45,000,000,  Is  the  large  Increase  in  the 
value  of  free  goods  imported  during 
November  last,  these  totalling  $19,000,- 
000,  as  against  $12,000,000  for  Novem- 
ber last  year. 

The  total  trade  of  Canada  for  No- 
vember just  ended  was  $164,000,000,  as 
against  »12».000,ooo  for  November, 
1914.  For  the  eight  months  of  the 
present  fiscal  year,  the  Canadian  trade 
totalled  $863,000,000,  as  against  $766,- 
000,000  for  the  corresponding  eight 
months  In  1*14. 

Imports  for  the  eight  months  of  the 
present  year  were  $298,000,000,  a  de- 
crease of  $20,000,000  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1914. 

The  domestic  exports  for  the  eight 
months  of  the  present  fiscal  year  were 
$419,000,000.  as  against  $269,000,000  for 
the  same  period  last  year. 

This  lq  the  moat  satisfactory  trade 
statement  that  has  ever  been  presented 
to  the  Canadian  people,  and  ahows  the 
great  prosperity  of  the  country  during 
the  present  troubled  times. 


GERMAN  PLAN  SPOILED 

Torpedo  Boat  Banff  to  Belse  Bark  loaded 

With  Banna  la  Prevented  by 

■wedieh  War  Teasel 


LONDON.  Dec.  17.— Another  Incident 
has  recently  been  added  to  the  chap- 
ter of  unusual  adventures  experienced 
by  the  bark  Andrew  Welch,  an  Amer. 
Iran  vessel,  according  to  The  Pout's 
Stockholm  correspondent  On  the  night 
of  December  15,  a  German  torpedo  boat 
was  sighted  off  Haelmstad,  where  the 
Welch  had  taken  refuge,  and  approached 
rapidly,  with  the  intention  of  capturing 
her,  but  was  thwarted  by  the  arrival  of 
a  Swedish  torpedo  boat  which  was  im- 
mediately dispatched  for  the  protection 
of   the  bark. 

The  Andrew  Welch  marine  records 
list  as  an  American  bark  of  863  tons, 
and  according  to  dispatches,  her  career 
Ir  being  watched  with  interest  In  Scan- 
dinavia. The  bark  sailed  from  Ban 
Francisco  August  19,  with  a  cargo  of 
beaaa  for  Haelmstad,  and  since  that 
date  ahe  has  been  chased  by  British 
patrol  boats  and  British  submarines, 
crippled  by  storms,  and  finally  put  Into 
Bergen   In   distress. 

Norway  granted  the  vessel  permission 
to  return  to  England,  but.  Instead,  she 
started  for  Haelmstad.  where  It  wa« 
found  there  was  no  receiver  for  her 
cargo  of  beans,  valued  at  fflSff.ffffff.  On 
the  night  of  December  3,  a  steamship 
arrived  to  convoy  her  to  Germany,  but 
n  Swedish  torpedo  boat  forced  the  An* 
drew  Welch  to  return  to  Haelmstad.

LONDON,  Dec.  Iff.  —  8ir  Douglas 
Halg's  appointment  as  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  British  forces  in  France 
and  Belgium  will  be  followed  by  rad- 
ical changea  In  the  higher  commands 
of  the  army.  It  was  hinted  today.  Com- 
manders who  have  been  held  responsi- 
ble for  failure  to  back  up  the  British 
offensive  at  Loos  In  September  are  to 
be  transferred  to  less  important  posts. 

There  will  be  no  violent  shake-up 
that  might  affect  the  administration  of 
army  affairs,  but  a  gradual  replacing 
of  field  commanders  before  the  expect- 


ed  Spring  offensive. 

Becom  mended  by  sir  John 

NEW  YORK.  Dec.  Iff.— "I  am  told," 
aald  tho  London  correspondent  of  The 
New  York  Herald,  cabling  this  morning, 
"that  Feld  Marshal  Sir  John  French, 
who  has  succumbed  temporarily  to  the 
strain  as  a  result  of  constant  direction 
of  the  British  armies  in  France,  which 
bave  grown  from  what  the  Kaiser 
termed  the  'contemptible  little  ^orce" 
Into  a  vast  fighting  machine,  recom- 
mended Sir  Douglas  Halg  aa  his  suc- 
cessor for  commander-in-chief  on  the 
Western  front  and  that  he  la  alao  re- 
sponsible for  the  promotion  of  another 
brilliant  soldier.  General  Sir  Horace 
Smlth-Dorrlen  to  the  post  of  command- 
er-in-chief of  the  British  forces  which 
are  to  be  sent  to  conquer  the  German 
forces  in  East  Africa. 

"There  is  only  one  verdict  in  tho 
presa  thla  morning,  and  that  is  that 
the  King  haa  honored  himself  and  the 
nation  by  announcing  the  elevation  of 
*»lr  John  French  to  a  vlacount  of  the  Unit- 
ed Kingdom  and  that  the  Government 
In  recommending  him  for  the  post  of 
field  marshal  In  command  of  the  homo 
forces,  a  promotion  which  the  King 
heartily  approved,  has)- given  only  a  de- 
served recognition  to  one  of  the  finest 
Soldiers  of  England,  a  man  who  has 
made  no  mistakes  since  he  assumed 
command  of  the  main  British  forces, 
and  who  retires  now  at  his  own  request 

"The  arduous  duties  since  the  war 
began  have  Impaired  bis  health  and 
made  it  impossible  to  do  full  Justice  to 
his  country  In  this  tremendous  cam- 
paign. Sir  John,  who  had  a  long  con- 
ference with  the  Premier.  Mr.  Asqulth, 
last  night,  expressed  pride  In  the  ele- 
vation of  Sir  Douglas  Halg,  Sir  Hor- 
ace Smlth-Dorrlen  and  General  Sir 
Charles  C.  Monroe,  all  of  whom  owe  their 
advancement  to  his  recognition  of  their 
valor  and  ability,  and  Britain  expects 
that,  co-operating  with  Generals  Joffre 
and  Castelnau,  the  new  British  com- 
mander-in-chief speedily  will  force  the 
'great  push'  forward  which  will  drive 
tho  Germans  from  Belgium  and  back 
over  the  Rhine." 


Belatlone   With  Boumaala 

LONDON,  Dec.  17. — In  a  written  re- 
ply to  a  parliamentary  question,  Lord 
Robert  Cecil,  Under  Secretary  for  For- 
eign Affairs,  stated  tltat  the  relatione 
between  Roumanla  and  'the  Entente 
Allies  are  perfectly  friendly,  but  that 
he  waa  not  In  a  poattlon  to  rereal  the 
military  plans  of  Russia. 


Plan  for  Establishment  of 
Credits  Is  Suggested  by 
Minister  of  Finance — Other 
Schemes  Not  Feasible. 


TORONTO.  Dec.  Iff.— The  establish- 
ment of  credits  in  Canada  for  the  Im- 
perial Government  waa  the  subject  of 
an  address  by  the  Minister  of  Finance, 
the  Hon.  T.  W.  White,  to  the  members 
of  the  Toronto  Board  of  Trade  this  af- 
ternoon. Many  proposals,  the  Minister 
stated,  have  been  carefully  considered 
and  discussed.  The  issue  of  Dominion 
notes  against  securities,  as  proposed  by 
some.  Mr.  White  aald.  was  held  to  be 
unsound,  Involving  as  It  did  inflation 
of  the  currency  with  all  its  attendant 
evils.  The  Isaue  of  notea  here  against 
gold  depWlti*  in  London,  which  would 
prevent  the  necessity  of  gold  shipments 
to  Canada,  aiao  bad  been  considered, 
but  no  action  haa  been  taken  In  this  di- 
rection, for  sound   reasons. 

The  Minister  then  stated  a  new  plan 
which  he  had  been  considering,  and 
which   he   thought   deserved   attention. 

"This  statement."  be  continued,  "is 
that  industrial  firms  and  companies  en- 
gaged In  the  business  of  filling  orders 
for  munitions  or  supplies  proposed  by 
Great  Britain  should  conserve  their  re- 
sources as  much  aa  possible  and  of- 
fer to  Invest  to  the  extent  they  were 
able  in  British  exchequer  bonds,  pay- 
able  In   two  or  three  years. 

"I  believe  that  If  such  a  plan  could 
be  worked  out  It  would  greatly  facili- 
tate the  placing  of  further  orars  la 
Canada,  not  only  to  the  amount  of  se- 
curities so  purchased,  but  to  a  raueb 
greater  amount.  If  manufacturers  or 
SffBar  firms  felt  themselves  able  to  go 
further  financially,  the  securities  of  the 
Allies  might  be  alalia*]?  considered,-

When  such  an  undertaking  goes 
into  effect,  the  announcement,  states, 
medical  supplies  will  not  bo  stopped 
by  the  British  blockade.

Speech  of  Independent  Party 
in  Hungarian  Parliament 
Causes  Sensation  —  What 
Hungary  Has  Done. 


LONDON,  Dec.  17. — A  sensation  was 
caused  in  the  Hungarian  parliament  on 
December  7  by  the  speech  of  Count  Kar- 
olyi,  leader  of  the  Independent  Labor 
party,  demanding  that  the  government 
should  make  pcaco  proposals  to  tho 
enemy  powers,  according  to  a  letter  re- 
eeived  by  The  Morning  1'ost  from  Buda- 
pest 

The  speech  was  heavily  censored  In 
the  Hungarian  papers,  and  all  dis- 
patches to  foreign  papers  dealing  with 
the  speech  were  stopped  by  the  censor. 

The  correspondent  gives  extracts 
from  the  verbal  report,  according  to 
which  Count  Karolyl  argued  that  Hun- 
gary had  achieved  everything  she  want- 
ed by  the.  war,  had  saved  the  country 
from  Invasion  and  had  preserved  the 
monarchy  and  the  throne.  Her  allies 
could  demand  nothing  further  from 
Hungary,  who  had  given  Incontroverti- 
ble proof  that  It  was  her  sons  that  the 
Emperor  and  King  had  to  thank  for  the 
integrity   of   his  empire. 

"Owing  to  the  fact  that  it  was  the 
Hungarian  army  that  had  brought  the 
war  to  its  present  stage,"  said  Count 
Karolyl,  "we  ftave  a  perfect  right  to 
come  forward  with  our  claims  for  com- 
pensation." 

He  further  asserted  that  the  Hun- 
garians had  a  right  to  ask  that  the  po- 
litical unity  of  the  Hungarian  nation 
should  be  recognized,  that  all  the  attri- 
butes of  a  national  state  should  be  giv- 
en her,  and  that,  above  all.  peace 
should  be  restored.  He  contended  that 
the  Teutonic  allies  had  punished  Ser- 
bia and  had  beaten  all  their  enemies 
and  were  therefore  in  a  position  to  of- 
fer  peace   terms   to   their  enemies. 

"We  have  given  proof  enough  of  our 
physical  courage,"  he  continued,  "now 
we  have  to  show  our  moral  courage. 
The  government  has  committed  so  many 
sins  of  error  during  the  war  and  has 
used  the  censorship  to  such  an  extent 
to  hide  faults  that  we  are  Justified  In 
demanding  that  it  now  act  In  accord- 
ance with  the  wishes  of  the  nation  or 
resign." 


Austria's  Pride  in  Wavy 
VIENNA,  Dec.  16.— A  naval  writer 
and  expert  aald  to  the  Associated  Press 
correspondent  in  a  discussion  on  the  de- 
mands of  the  American  note:  "It  should 
be  remembered  that  Austria's  fleet  is 
her  favorite  child.  Its  honor  and  pres- 
tige are  treasured  to  the  highest  de- 
gree. The  government  might  possibly 
yield  points  In  a  matter  affecting  tho 
army,  but  disavowal  of  an  act  of  an 
Austrian  naval  officer  is  hardly  think- 
able In  any  but  abnormal  circumstances. 
I  am  certain  that  it  would  have  to  be 
a  very  extreme  case  Indeed  which  could 
Justify  In  the  eyes  of  all  Austrians  any 
humiliation  of  a  naval  officer  at  the  be- 
hest of  a  foreign   power." 


Trench  Moratorium  Extended

Major  CburohllVs  Barrow 
LONDON,  Dec.  17. — Winston  Spencer 
Churchill,  who  resigned  his  portfolio 
aa  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster 
in  order  to  Join  his  regiment  at  the 
front  had  a  narrow  escape  a  few  days 
ago.  according  to  wounded  men  who 
have  arrived  In  England.

Naval  Attache  Secured  Copy 
of  Government  Document — 
Denial  by  Captain, 


NEW  YORK.  Dec.  Iff.— Capt  Boy- 
Ed.  the  German  naval  attache,  Isaued  an 
official  statement  late  today  branding  as 
"fabrications  and  Inventions"  reports 
appearing  In  the  newspapers  today  that 
he  had  obtained  through  secret  agents  a 
confidential  report  prepared  by  Ameri- 
can naval  officers,  which  was  to  be'  sub- 
mit ted  to'  the  President. 

"A  few  days  ago  the  Government  at 
Washington  decided  to  ask  for  the  re- 
call of  Captain  Karl  Boy-Ed,  the  Ger- 
man naval  attache,  and  his  army  col- 
league, Capt  Franz  von  Papen,"  says 
an  article  in  today's  Times,  "Capt.  Boy- 
Ed  got  a  copy  of  a  confidential  report 
Intended  for  Prealdent  Wilaon  and  hla 
naval  advisors.  The  report  had  been 
compiled  by  some' of  the  highest  ranking 
officers  of  the  navy  and  was  In  every 
essential  confidential. 

"That  the  leak  waa  discovered  was 
due  to  an  American  who  was  employed 
in  a  confidential  capacity  by  the  Ger- 
man naval  officer.  The  knowledge  that 
Capt.  Boy-Ed  had  thla  document,  which 
he  realized  waa  of  such  great  importance 
to  his  own  Government,  put  the  patriot- 
Ism  of  the  young  American  to  a  severe 
test. 

"This  is  what  he  did. 

"He  quietly  left  Boy-Ed's  offices  on 
the  eighth' floor  of  11  Broadway  and 
telephoned  a  man  whom  he  knew  to  be 
In  a  position  to  reach  President  Wilson. 
He  told  the  man  that  Boy-Ed  had  got 
a  copy  of  the  naval  report.  Thu  man 
then  called  the  White  House  on  the 
long  distance  telephone  and  told  the 
story  of  what  had  happened  to  Prealdent 
Wilaon. 

"Within  less  than  fifteen  minutes  the 
machinery  of  the  Government  was  at 
work  on  the  case.  That  Boy-Ed  waa  In 
possession  of  the  document  waa  veri- 
fied quickly,  and  there  Is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  the  Government  had 
found  out  how  a  copy  of  It  fell  Into  the

GERMAN  FOOD  SUPPLIES 

Budget    Committee     of    Belchstag     .till 
Constaerlng  Questions  of  Regula- 
tion and  Cheapening 

BERLIN,  Dec.  16.— The  Budget  c>m- 
mlttee-  of  the  Reichstag'  has  adopted 
various  resolutions  looking  to  the  regu- 
lation and  cheapening  of  food  supplies. 
These  resolutions  include  a  reduction 
in  the  maximum  price  for  sugar  and 
by-products,  the  fixing  of  maximum 
prices  for  rice  and  vegetables  of  all 
kind's,  as  well  as  foodstuffs  for  live- 
stock, and  providing  for  special  allow- 
ances of  grain  to  breeders  of  animals 
and  poultry.  ' 

'  The  budget  committee  also  has 
adopted  a  resolution  recommending  the 
■•'redaction  of  the  age  limit  for  old  age 
pensions  ffdnr  70  to  63  years.  Anottrer 
resolution  ^lareaslng  the  war  allow- 
ances of  the  families  -of  soldiers  aid 
the  pay  ,fo*  privates  waB  referred  for 
farther  action/ 

The  committee  discussed  a  proposal 
to  reduce  the  war  salaries  of  the  high- 
er officers  In  order  to  secure  funds  for 
Increasing  the  privates'  pay.  The  So- 
cialists finally  offered  a  resolution  de- 
manding a  thorough  revision  of  all 
military   salaries. 

The  War  Minister  opposed  such 
changes,  as  did  also  Dr.  Helfferich,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Imperial  Treasury, 
Who  remarked  that  savings  thus  mado 
would  be  insignificant

TORONTO,  Dec.  16. — Word  has 
reached  members  of  the  American  Le- 
gation in. Toronto  that  German  agents 
In  New  York  have  already  started  a 
movement  for  a  second  great  world 
war,  to 'succeed  a  patched-up  peace  In 
Europe. 

They  aim  to  secure  control  of  the 
United  States  land  forces  by  having 
them  divided  Into  ten  armies  under  of- 
ficers from  Germany.  When  it  suits 
Germany  hostilities  are  to  be  Incited 
between  the  United  States  and  Japan,  so 
that  Great  Britain  may  be  drawn  In. 
This  is  with  a  view  of  England  being 
struck  at  on  behalf  of  Germany  through 
Canada,  by  American  troops  under  Ger- 
man generals. 

The  plot  Is  being  started  by  a  move- 
ment to  foment  antl-Brltish  and  antl- 
Canadlan'  sentiment  on  the  pretext  that 
Great  Britain  and  Japan  are  in  a  con- 
spiracy to  pick  a  quarrel  with  the  Unit- 
ed States  and  make  a  sudden  attack  on 
her. 

The  plot  to  put  the  prospective  Unit- 
ed States  armies  under  the  control  of 
German  officers  Is  disclosed  in  an  appeal 
to  pro-Germans  In  the  United  States 
Just  sent  out  by  G.  8.  Vlejeck,  of  1123 
Broadway,  New  York,  In  which  he  says: 

"Canada  haa  been  stirred  from  the 
depths  of  her  'peaceful neas.  Now  that 
her  armies  have  fought  side  by  aide  with 
the  English,  now  that  the  spirit  of 
militarism  and  the  spirit  of  conquest 
have  entered  her  part  as  a  nation,  to- 
gether with  her  undisguised  contempt 
for  the  United  States,  we  must  be  pre- 
pared to  meet  her  In  battle  If  Great 
Britain  and  her  ally  In  Toklo  give  the 
signal."

MONTREAL  Dec,  16  —  The  Gazott.  V.

LONDON,  Dec.  16.— The  Chronicles 
parliamentary   correspondent  says: 

"It  is  now  plain  that  a  group  of 
Conservatives,  with  Carson  at  their 
head,  is  out  for  miachief.  Some  of 
them  want  conscription;  others  want  a 
new  Government.  Lord  Derby's  success 
will  probably  make  conscription  un- 
necessary, but  those  Conservatives  who 
are  for  compulsory  military  service  at 
all  hazards  do  not  realize  what  slejf 
ing  lions  they  will  arouse.  If  the  work- 
ing classes  sre  to  be  conscripted  for 
military  service  overseas,  then  at  the 
same  time,  the  wealth  of  the  richer 
classes  must  also  be  conscripted  for  na- 
tional purposes,  otherwise  there  will  U 
trouble. 

"When  the  worklngman  in  required 
to  offer  his  life  on  the  altar  of  his 
country's  need,  shall  not  the  rich  man 
be  required  to  offer  his  wealth?  At 
least  one  member  of  the  present  Cab. 
1  net  holds  that  the  one  sacrifice  Is  a 
complement  of  the  other." 


LONDON.  Dec.  16.— According  to  a 
correspondent  of  The  Manchester  Guar- 
dian, news  which  reached  Switseriand 
a  few  days  ago  from  a  trustworthy 
Berlin  source  suggests  that  peace  cur* 
renta  are  certainly  flowing  In  the  high 
governing  and  directing  aphercs  of  Ber- 
lin, but  that  it  Is  impossible  to  speak 
of  them  with  any  degree  of  precision. 
It  seems  that  the  financiers  are  be- 
coming specially  restive,  not'  because 
they  are  less  patriotic  than  the  other 
classes  in  Germany,  but  because  they 
see  more  clearly  that  any  prolonged 
continuance  of  the  war  means.  In  the 
words  ascribed  to  a  prominent  Berlin 
banker,    "hideous    bankruptcy." 

All  the  evidence  available  seems  to 
indicate  also  that  General  von  Falken- 
hayn,  chief  of  the  general  ataft*.  shares 
this  comparative  moderation  of  tone. 
For  the  discussion  of  the  pesce  terms 
the  military  element,  it  Is  predicted, 
will  adopt  -a  chastened  rather  than  an 
arrogant  attitude.  That  of  the  Ger- 
man working  claases  toward  the  war 
seems  to  have  'become  one  of  uncom- 
promising hostility.  Hardly  a  day 
passes  without  some  example  of  this 
new  spirit  of  revolt  being  quoted  in 
the  Swiss  Socialist  newspapers.  The 
Berne  Tagwacht  and  The  Zurich  Volka- 
rccht,  which  are  not  subject  to  the 
German  censorship,  are  regarded  as  re- 
flecting German  Socialist  opinion  more 
accurately  than  The  Vorwaerts  is  able 
to  do. 

The  Tagwacht  prints,  as  the  latest 
and  most  startling  instance  of  popular 
discontent,  a  description  by  one  of  the 
participants  of  a  peace  demonstration 
whleh  took  place  In  Berlin  an  the  eve- 
ning" of  the  Reichstag  opening.  This 
account  supplements  the  brief  reports 
hitherto  telegraphed  to  England.  The 
Tagwacht's  correspondent  says: 

"Tea  thousand  men  and  women  took 
part  in  a  peace  demonstration  which 
marked  the  opening  of  the  Reichstag 
November  20.  A  crowd  collected  to- 
ward 8  o'clock  In  the  evening  In  Un- 
ter  Den  Linden.  One  section  of  the 
demonstrators  came  from  the  Schloas 
(the  Imperial  Palace).  The  crowd  sang 
the  'International'  outside  tho  opera 
house,  and  as  this  section  passed 
through  Unter  den  Linden  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Brandenburgate,  a  squad  of 
police,  which  had  been  specially  sta- 
tioned In  tho  neighborhood,  rushed  out 
and  drove  it  back  along  the  Frledrich- 
strasse  and  Charlottenstraaee.  At  this 
point  the  demonstration  became  con- 
gested, and  loud  were  the  eries  in 
favor  of  peace.  The  crowd  began  to 
sing  the  Socialist  march  in  front  of 
the  Cafe  Baur,  while  Wohlan  Wer 
Richt  Un  Wahr  Achtet  (forward  lovers 
of  right  and  truth)  was  sung  In  front 
of  the  Victoria  restaurant. 
Bollce  Vie  Sabre. 
"After  they  haxl  driven  one  section 
of  tho  demonstratora  Into  the  side 
streets,  the  police  tried  to  drive  off 
those  who  had  congregated  In  the 
Charlbttenstrasse  and  FrUdrlchstrasse. 
Mounted  police  began  the  attack,  using 
their  sabres  In  many  directions  and 
cutting-  at   the  demonstrators. 

"  'Look  out.  or  we'll  polish  you  off,' 
cried  a  mounted   policeman. 

"  'Our  men  are  bleeding  yonder,  so 
you  can  slaughter  us  here,'  replied  a 
war  wife.  The  aim  of  the  police  seem- 
ed to  be  to  clear  the  WUhelmastrasae, 
where  the  Imperial  government  build- 
ings and  the  foreign  embaasies  are 
situated. 

"Gradually,  under  pressure  of  the 
police,  the  crowd  dispersed  north  and 
south.  Cries  of  favor  of  a  speedy 
termination  of  the  war  were  every- 
where heard,  and  cheers  for  Lleb- 
knecht  were  raised.  The  demonstration 
lasted  several  hours,  and  at  the  close 
the  demonstrators  marched  through 
the  city  in  military  formation  amid 
cries  for  peace. 

"The  demonstration  was  not  organiz- 
ed by  the  Socialist  party. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  organizers 
apprehended  police  opposition  and  so 
public  notification  of  the  demonstration 
was  made.  The  people  simply  turned 
up  themselves,  and  everyone  was  high- 
ly pleased  with   the  result. 

"Soldiers  took  part  In  the  demonstra- 
tion, '  and  some  of  them  were  arrested. 
Many  people  received  wounda  In  the 
police  charges."

OTTAWA,  Dec.  11 — The  Evening  Citi- 
zen says: 

"The  earnings  for  the  Intercolonial 
Railway  for  the  past  four  months,  it  Is 
announced,  have  broken  all  records 
The  road  has  been  handicapped  to  some 
extent  by  the  transfer  of  rolling  stock 
necessitated  by  the  taking  over  of  the 
National  Transcontinental  Railway  for 
operation  by  the  Government.  Notwith- 
standing this,  the  business  done  by  the 
road  has  been  more  profitable  than  for 
an  equal  period  In  Its  history.  The 
figures  are  not  available,  but  It  is  stared 
that  the  surplus  will  be  sufficient  tt» 
offset  the  loss  consequent  upon  the  op- 
eration so  far  on  the  Transcontinental. 

"A  Winter  grain  rate  over  tho  Trans- 
continental and  Intercolonial  Hallways 
between  Winnipeg-  and  Halifax  will  be 
announced  shortly  by  the  Government. 
All  the  wheat  moved  oww  the  Govern- 
ment system  and  not  otherwise  special- 
ly routed  by  shippers  will  be  carried 
down  to  Halifax  by  way  of  Quebec  for 
ocean  shipment.  Tho  Intercolonial  ele- 
vator at  81  John.  N.  B.  was  destroyed 
by  Sre  some  time  age.  a.  that  tho  port 
of  St  John  will  not  be  able  to  compete 
for  the  traffic.  The  Halifax  elevator 
and  other  storage  faculties  at  that  port 
will  be  used."

Crop  of  Canada  to  Be  Con- 
served for  Use  of  Allies- 
Minister  of  Agriculture  Makes 
Official  Announcement, 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  It. — The  Government 
has  decided  to  place  an  embargo  on  the 
exportation  of  Canadian  hay  to  the 
United  States,  hence,  until  the  embargo 
Is  lifted,  no  hay  will  be  allowed  to  be 
sold  across    the   border. 

The  reason  for  this  embargo  Is  to 
conserve  the  exportable  hay  supply  of 
the  Dominion  for  the  use  of  the  Allies, 
by  whom  It  la  In  great  demand.  The 
Government  has  been  paying  from  IIS 
to  |1»  a  ton  for  hay  for  shipment  over- 
seas, and  It  Is  not  considered  that  the 
placing  of  the  embargo  will  create  any 
serious  hardship  for  the  farmers  and 
hay  dealers  of  the  Dominion.  It  is  not 
possible  to  commandeer  hay  because  of 
the  fac^  that  it  Is  widely  distributed 
throughout  the  country  and  because 
any  farmer  whose  stock  was  so  threat- 
ened might  very  easily  claim  that  It 
was  all  required  for  feeding  his  own 
animals.  It  Is  Impossible  to  flx  the 
prices  which  farmers  and  speculators 
may  charge.  The  embargo,  however,  it 
is  believed,  will  have  the  effect  of  hold- 
ing the  price  even. 

8o  far  considerable  quantities  of 
Canadian  hay  have  found  their  way  to 
the  United  States,  and  much  of  this 
probably  has  been  re-exported  to  the 
Allied  countries.  The  embargo  goes  into 
force  immediately. 

At  1  p.  m.  Hon.  Martin  Burrell,  Min- 
ister of  Agriculture,  Issued  the  follow- 
ing statement:         , 

"An  order-ln-councll  was  signed  to- 
day prohibiting  the  exportation  of  hay 
to  all  destinations  abroad  other  than 
the  United  Kingdom.  British  posses- 
sions and  protectorates,  France,  Italy, 
Japan  and  Russia,   except  Baltic  ports. 

"The  BrlUsh  Government  recently  ex- 
pressed a  very  urgent  desire  that  the 
hay  In  the  country  be  conserved  In  or- 
der that  the  needs  of  the  expeditionary 
forces  should  be  supplied  as  fully  as 
posslbla 

"The  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
been  acting  In  these  matters  for  the 
War  Office  for  the  past  year.  Practical- 
ly the  whole  of  last  year's  crop  avail- 
able for  export  was  secured  for  the 
Allies.  During  the  last  three  months 
shipments  have  been  heavier  than  dur- 
ing the  corresponding  period  of  1014. 
After  making  allowances  In  Canada  un- 
til the  new  crop  comes  In.  It  Is  be- 
lieved that  there  will  be  little.  If  any. 
more  hay  available  than  there  was  last 
ysar,  and  that  svery  ton  of  It  win  be 
needed  for  the  Empire's  use. 

"Under  thla  arrangement  the  sub- 
stantial prices  which  have  been  or  would 
bo  received  by  the  farmers  for  their 
hay  will  not  materialise,  and  It  Is  not 
thought  from  either  the  business  or 
patriotic  standpoint  that  thers  will  be 
objections  raised."

In  a  general  review  of  the  relations 
of  America  with  the  Teutonic  powers.

Wo 
may  be  uulte  sure  that  .broad  humani- 
tarian consideration*  of  this  character 
explain  a  great  deal  of  President  Wil- 
aen'g  unwillingness  to  take  any  Irre- 
trievable step."

The  presence  of  ao 
large  a  force  will  do  more  to  secure 
good  conduct  on  the  part  of  Greece 
than  the  most  elaborate  diplomatic  ar- 
rangement. 

The  statement  Is  made  that  when 
Boring  opens.  Ruaala  will  have  4,000,- 
000  men  wall  equipped  and  ready  to 
meet  her  Teutonic  foea.  Great  Britain 
will  have  at  laaat  as  many.  France  and 
Italy  combined  will  have  a  sufficient 
number  to  swell  the  military  strength 
•  of  the  Entente  to  nearly  15,000,000.  J  t 
iu  impossible  that  the  enemy  can  do 
anything  to  offset  ao  vast  a  host.  Every 
dlapdtch,  almost,  that  emanates  from 
Uermany  speaks  ot  growing  dissatis- 
faction among  the  people  there.  Tho 
food  altuation  la  becoming  more  serious, 
if  we  may  believe  only  60  per  cent  of 
what  ia  told.  Theae  things  make  us 
feel  confident  that  peace  is  not  far 
away,  a  peace  that  will  mean  the  ex- 
tinction of  German  militarism.

to  tho  farmers.  At  present  we  have  a 
strong  and  well  equipped  Agricultural 
Dspartsssat  We  shall  not  attempt  any 
criticism  of  its  work  hitherto.  Much 
of  it  has  been  very  excellent;  all  of  it 
has  been  designed  to  asaiat  the  agricul- 
tural Industry.  Nevertheless,  we  ven- 
turo  to  suggest  that  new  lines  of 
activity  are  open  to  it.  The  Depart- 
ment ought  to  get  close  to  the  farmers 
sod  study  agricultural  conditions  on  the 
ground. 

To  gat  from  the  general  to  the  con- 
crete, we  suggest  that  one  highly  im- 
portant subject  upon  which  farmera 
ought  to  be  advised  is  Co-operation. 
There  is  no  better  time  of  the  year  to 
do  thta  than  now,  because  If  farmera 
were  mado  alive  to  Its  ad  vantages  they 
might  aee  the  desirability  of  applying 
It  to  their  operations  next  season. 
United  and  concentrated  effort  among 
the  farmers  themselves  would  accom- 
plish wonders.  It  Is  effecting  wonderful 
changes  In  hundreds  of  places  in  North 
America.  In  British  Columbia  there 
are  many  evidences  of  its  value,  but  not 
nearly  as  much  has  been  made  of  It 
as  might  be.  We  are  satisfied  that  co- 
operation Is  a  fundamental  necessity  If 
British  Columbia  Is  to  become  anything 
like  self-sustaining  as  far  aa  farm  pro- 
ducts are  concerned.  Co-operation  and 
agricultural  credits  would  revolutionize 
farming.  The  latter  without  the  former 
will  fall  of  accomplishing  the  best  re- 
sults. 

Other  aspects  of  this  question  will 
be  spoken  of  at  another  time.

,  While  the  new   ministry  is   consider- 
ing  the   lines    of. policy   it   will   follow 
we  take  occasion  to     urge  upon  it    the 
groat  Importance  of  giving   the  promo- 
tion  of  agriculture  a     very     prominent 
place  on     Its   programme.     Very    much 
has  been  said  and  written  regarding  the 
settlement  of  people  on  new  farms  and 
fault   haa  been   found    with  mors   than 
one  administration   for  not  doing   more 
than    has   been   done    to   stimulate    this. 
While   recognising     the     necessity     for 
encouraging  the  occupation  and  cultiva- 
tion of  our  vacant  areas,  we  venture  to 
say  that  an  agricultural  policy,  that  be- 
gins   with    such      an     effort   and      ends 
there,   will   not  be  nearly  aa  successful 
as  could  be  wished.     It     must     lie     de- 
monstrated   to     possible     settlers     that 
agriculture  In  British  Columbia  la  worth 
while.     If   It   can     be   done,   the   condi- 
tions  in   the   older     parts  of  the     com- 
munity ought  to  be  made  auoh  as  would 
prove  an  Incentive  to   men  to  go     Into 
newer    WifitHlsl   and     establish    agricul- 
tural communities.     We  suggest,  there- 
fore,  that    an   agricultural   policy    to   be 
successful    must    concern    Itself   largely 
with    the    welfare    of    existing    farmera 
•lid  be  of  a  kind  that  will  render  them 
prosperous  as  far  as  It  lies  In  the  power 
of   any   Government   to  make   them   so. 
There  are  places  In  the  Province  where 
farming  ia  so  carried  on  that  the  farms 
are  an  Inducement     to  young     men     to 
tinder  take    to   do   what   haa     been   done 
there,  but  there  are  others  which  would 
have  quite  the  contrary  effect  upon  per- 
sons contemplating  agriculture  as  a  life 
business. 

The  Agricultural  Credits  Act  will 
prove  a  great  boon  when  it  haa  been 
brought  In  fores,  but  even  that  will  not 
fully  meat  the  casa  Strictly  speaking.

POLITICAL  WBTJTBAJUTT 

Quoth  our  local  Liberal  contempor- 
ary yesterday  under  the  caption  "The 
New  Cabinet":  "Mr.  Dowser's  cabinet 
Is  stronger  than  the  ministry  It  re- 
places." Quoth  our  same  contemporary 
yesterday  in  its  general  review  of  the 
change:  "The  general  opinion  of  the 
man  on  the  street  is  that  the  new 
cabinet  is  not  an  improvement  on  the 
old."  You  pays  your  money  and  you 
takes  your  choice.  Mr.  Brewster  en- 
deavors to  get  on  both  sides,  because 
he  hastens  to  remark  that  "the  new 
members  of  tho  administration  aro  of 
the  same  piece  as  the  old  ones,"  but 
further  along  in  his  remarks  he  warns 
the  public  about  being  misled  by  "what- 
ever strength  might  be  brought  to  the 
cabinet." 

A«  an  example  of  political  neutrality 
thia  utterance  might  have  been  from 
tho  same  pen  as  wrote  the  presidential 
messages   to  Berlin. 


Mr.  Gilbert  K.  Chesterton.  In  one  of 
his  brilliant  articles  in  the  Illustrated 
London  News,  pokes  fun  at  th*  people 
who  are  looking  for  some  "great  men" 
to  take  the  lead  In  the  pending 
struggle  and  accomplish  what  no  one 
so  far  has  been  able  to  achieve.  Mr. 
Chesterton  thinks  that  what  we  need 
la  a  great  nation,  a  nation  which  will 
stand  united  behind  the  men  who  are 
responsible  for  the  conduct  of  Its  af- 
fairs. 

Great  men  are  the  by-products  of 
great  events.  Napoleon  was  a  by-pro- 
duct of  the  French  Revolution;  Lincoln 
was  a  by-product  of  the  anti-slavery 
movement.  Individually  neither  of 
these  distinguished  persons  was  great. 
Napoleon,  according  to  the  memoirs  of 
thoae  who  knew  him  Intimately,  was 
very  petty  in  moat  wnys.  The  struc- 
ture which  he  was  Instrumental  |n 
erecting  fell  to  the  ground  before  the 
first  blast  of  an  Indignant  Europe.  Lin- 
coln's biographers.  Hay  and  Nicolay, 
who  knew  all  the  secrets  of  his  presi- 
dential career,  represent  him  as  a  wav- 
ering timid  man.  Hannibal  Hamlin. 
who  was  vice-president  under  him. 
apoke  of  htm  as  vacillating  In  private 
Intercourse.  Ills  great  qualities  were 
his  unbounded  goodness  of  heart,  his 
high  patriotism  and  hla  keen  sense  of 
right.  Few  people  read  Hay  and  Nleo- 
lsy'a  biography  or  the  distinguished 
President  nowadays  It  affords  strik- 
ing proof  of  the  saying  that  no  man 
is  a  hero  to  hi*  valet 

Wo   are    not    lacking    in    great    men. 


We  are  all  champions  of  democracy, 
but  when  occasion  requires  wo  can  shut 
our  eyes  to  autocracy.  The  majority 
of  the  British  people  are  taking  their 
orders  from  those  they  have  entrusted 
with  authority  as  readily  aa  If  they 
never  heard  of  such  a  thing  as  popu- 
lar government.  If  there  are  any 
scores  to  be  settled  they  will  be  at- 
tended to  after  Gorman  militarism  has 
ceased   to   be  a   menace  to   civilization. 

On  the  whole,  the  criticisms  of  the 
local  Liberal  organ  of  the  new  Minis- 
ters are  not  unfavorable,  but  one  of  Its 
observations  in  that  connection  is 
worthy  of  comment.  It  says  Mr.  Flum- 
erfelt Is  wholly  Inexperienced  in  po- 
litical or  departmental  affairs.  And, 
pray,  wherein  does  Mr.  Urewstcr  outrank 
him  in  theso  particulars?  By  the  way, 
there  aro  some  people  who  think  tint 
lack  of  experience  In  politics  Is  not  al- 
together a  handicap  to  a  man  who  sot* 
out  to  administer  a  public  department 
upon  business  lines. 


BELGIAN  RELIEF 

IS  BIG  BUSINESS 

Although  few  people  know  It  tha 
biggest  monopoly  In  ths  world  exists 
today  as  a  result  of  the  struggle  of 
nations  that  Is  being  carried  on  in 
Europe.  In  fact,  thia  monopoly  came 
Into  existence  aa  a  result  of  the  war, 
snd  had  Its  Inception  shortly  after  hos- 
tilities   assumed    serious    proportions. 

It  is  difficult  to  comprehend  such  a 
thing,  but  It  1b  even  more  difficult  of 
comprehension  when  It  Is  Msted  that 
this  same  monopoly  not  long  ago  es- 
timated that  its  liabilities  were 
97,000,000  In  excess  of  its  assets  and 
still  the  business  was  cheerfully  con- 
tinued with  faith  that  the  necessary 
money   would   be  forthcoming.    , 

This  monopoly  Is  the  Belgian  Relief 
Committee,  headed  by  Mr.  Herbert 
Hoover,  resident  In  London,  who  has 
engineered  the  feeding  of  seven  mil- 
lions of  people  In  Belgium,  who  other- 
wise would  die  of  starvation.  Mr. 
Hoover  assumed  a  task  of  gigantic 
proportions  when  he  took  over  thia 
work,  but  it  had  to  be  done  by  a  neu- 
tral, and  he  abandoned  personal  affairs 
and  without  compensation — in  fact, 
paying  some  expenses  himself — attack- 
ed the  work  of  saving  a  starving  na- 
tion. 

"Olfts  to  Mr.  Hoover  and  his  organi- 
zation have  been  generous,"  said  one 
man  who  has  personally  Inspected  the 
work,  "but  the  girts  have  been  little 
in  comparison  to  the  value  of  the  ser- 
vices  of  the   commission." 

Going  ahead  with  his  work  and  trust- 
ing to  the  generosity  of  those  more 
blessed  than  the  Belgians,  Mr.  Hoover 
and  his  assoelates  have  continued  their 
monopoly,  have  fed  starving  Belgium, 
and  are  still  doing  so  at  a  cost  of 
?-, 500. 000  a  month.  Money  and  grain 
are  the  chief  requirements.  Money 
and  wheat,  whole  or  In  flour,  will  save 
the  worried  mothers,  tin:'  tots  and 
crippled  men  that  stand  in  those  long 
bread   lines  In   Belgian  cities. Canada 


We  are  gravely  assured  that  the  many 
friends  or  Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson  are  In- 
dignant because  he  has  not  a  place  In 
the  new  ministry.

Lt.-Col,  Bruce  Powley  Is  Form- 
ally Appointed  to  Command 
of  143rd  Battalion,  "British 
Columbia  Bantams." 


OTTAWA.  Dec.  IS.— "General  8tr  Bam 
Hughes  has  authorised*  th*  appoint  mem 
of  Lle'.tt-Col.  Bruce  Polity  *s  com- 
mander of  the  USrd  Battalion,  C.  K.  F. 
The  location  Is  not  yet  decided  upon 
but  It  may  be  mobilize  I  at  various 
points  la  British  Columbia." 


This  brief  dispatch  from  the  capital 
yesterday  removed  sll  doubt  as  to  the 
identity  of  the  officer  who  will  command 
the  H3rd  Battalion,  which  will  be  bet- 
ter known  as  the  Bantam  Battalion  of 
the  Canadian  West.  It  also  indicates 
that  Ma  Jo'  IVwley.  who  rem  mad  from 
the  front  a  thov  time  ago,  after  several 
months  op  sctive  service.  In  tre  course 
of  whlvh'  he  w'a*  wounded  twice,  haa 
l-een  given  the  rank  of  lieutenant- 
colonel. 

Shortly  after  it  was  announced  that 
th.  new  unit 'was  authorised,  Col.  A.  T.

selection  would  be  endorsed,  in  fact,  it 
only  remained  for  the  Department  of 
Militia  and  Defence  to  sire  it  formal 
endorsement.

These  vet- 
erans, taken  In  addition  to  those  who 
have  Joined  after  having  taken  an  ac- 
tive part  on  one  or  th.  other  side  in 
JMexlcan^  troubles,  are  considered  to  be 
important  accessions  to  the  strength  of/ 
the  local  unit.  Their  military  training* 
already  has  been  received,  they  are 
hardy  and  accustomed  to  endure  all 
manner  of  hardships  without  complaint, 
and  all  are  keen  to  get  to  Europe  at 
the  earliest  moment  in-  order  to  have  a 
hand  In  the  great  war.

Now  that  the  number*  of  the  8Sih 
Battalion  have  increased  to  within 
measurable  distance  of  the  1,000  mark, 
energetic  «t«ps  are  being  taken  to  map 
out  a  thorough  course  of  training  in  all 
departments  -of  military  work  for  both 
officers  and  men.  The  training  of  the 
modern  soldier  Includes  a  wide  range  of 
instruction  In  a  variety  of  subjects. 
Among  them  probably  none  is  mora  Im- 
portant than  musketry.  Lieut.  G.  B. 
Benson,  assistant  adjutant  of  the  99th 
Battalion,  has  been  appointed  muaketry 
instructor  and  within  a  few  days  will 
put  into  execution  a  carefully  prepared 
•yllabus  of  training  for  both  officers  and 
men.  At  the  beginning  of  the  war  Lord 
Kitchener  was  reported  to  have  said 
that  even  drill  must  take  a  second  place 
to  accurate  shooting  In  the  quirk  train- 
ing of  th.  soldier.  Subsequent  ex- 
perience has  proved  how  accurate  was 
his  estimation  of  the  value  of  a  thorough 
training  In  this  branch  of  work.

Recruits  w||1 
b*  taught  all  about  the  mechanism  of 
th.lr  rifle*:  how  to  clean  them  and  the 
need  for  anceaslng  attention  to  them.

Premier  Bowser  Is  Recipient 
of  Many  Telegrams  of  Con- 
gratulation— Business  Inter- 
ests of  Province  Pleased, 


There  was  an  air  of  unwonted  activ- 
ity at  the  Parliament  Buildings  yester- 
day, symptomatic  of  the  new  order  of 
things  which  has  been  ushered  in  as 
reault  of  the  reconstruction  of  tlie  Cab- 
inet on  Wednesday  and  the  accession 
to  the  premiership  of  the  Hon.  W.  J. 
Bowser,  K.  C. 

The  new  Premier  and  his  colleagues 
were  early  at  their  desks.  Hon.  Lome 
Campbell,  Minister  of  Mines,  Is  occu- 
pying the  quarters  which  have  so  long 
been  the  official  apartments  of  Sir  Rich- 
ard McBride;  the  Hon.  A.  C.  Flumer- 
fclt,  Minister  of  Finance  and  Agricul- 
ture, haa  his  offices  In  the  suite  which 
have  been  vacant  since  the  retirement 
from  the  Government  of  Mr.  Trice  El- 
lison; the  Hon.  C.  E.  Tlsdall.  Minister 
of  Work*  and  Railways.  1*  In  the  apart- 
ments formerly  occupied  by  the  Hon. 
Thos.  Taylor,  and  the  latter,  as  Minister 
of  Education  and  Provincial  Secretary, 
Is  quartered  In  the  offices  vacated  by 
Dr.  H.  E.  Toung,  his  predecessor  in 
that  post. 

Telegrams  of  congratulation  com- 
menced to  pour  in  upon  Premier  Bow- 
ser and  the  new  members  of  the  Gov- 
ernment on  Wednesday  evening  and  all 
day  yesterday  others  came  to  hand. 
Mr.  Bowser  received  several  cables  from 
the  United  Kingdom,  dozens  of  tele- 
grams from  points  in  Eastern  Csnada, 
and  scores  from  all  parts  of  the  Prov- 
ince. Aside  from  the  natural  pleasure 
felt  by  the  recipients  of  these  greet- 
ings. It  was  thought  significant  that  the 
leading  financial  and  business  Interests 
of  the  country  should  have  seised  the 
occasion  to  express  in  their  messages 
the  opinion  that  an  exceptionally  strong 
Government  had  been  formed  and ,  one 
that  would  be  able  to  solve  the  many 
problems  which  are  confronting  British 
Columbia,  in  common  with  the  whole 
of  Canada. 

Promised  staunch  Snpport 
Leading  Conservatives  residing  In  all 
parts  of  the  Province  wired  assuring 
Premier  Bowser  of  their  staunch  *  up- 
port  and  congratulating  him  upon  the 
fact  that  he  had  been  so  promptly  able 
to  form  a  strong  business  Government. 
Many  of  these  telegrams  ststed  that  the 
party  wes  in  the  best  shape  for  the  next 
general  election,  whenever  It  would  be 
called,  and  that  the  new  ministry  should 
bave  no  doubt  about  receiving  an  over- 
whelming endorsement  at  the  polls. 

During  the  day  dosens  of  the  leading 
citizens  of  Victoria  called  upon  Premier 
Bowser  and  added  their  quota  of  con- 
gratulations. Sir  Richard  McBride,  who 
spent  the  day  disposing  of  some  of  his 
private  business  In  the  apartments  which 
he  Is  now  vscsting.  was  also  seen  by  a 
number  of  friends  who  congratulated 
him  and  the  Province  upon  the  fact 
that  the  poet  of  Agent-General  In  Lon- 
don Is  to  be  In  such  able  hands. 

The  announcement  of  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Cabinet  was  'the  theme  of 
much  discussion  amongst  the  general 
public  at  Victoria  yesterday,  and  the 
consensus  of  opinion  seemed  to  be  that 
an  exceptionally  strong  Government 
had  been  formed  and  one  which  would 
command  the  support  of  the  people  of 
the  Province.

The  fourth  annual  meeting  of  the  B. 
C.  Library  Association  was  held  in  the 
reading  room  of  the  new  Provincial 
Library  on  Wednesday  evening.  There 
was  a  representative  attendance  of 
members  present,  and  Mr.  E.  O.  S. 
Scholefield,  Provincial  librarian  and 
archivist,  was  called  to  the  chair.  An 
apology  for  absence  was  received  from 
His  Honor  Judge  Howay,  who  wished 
the    association    every    success. 

Ofllce  bearers  as  follows  were  ap- 
pointed for  the  ensuing  year;  Honorary 
president,  Hon.  W.  J.  Bowser,  K.C., 
LLD.;  president.  Mr.  E.  O.  S.  Schole- 
leld;  vice-president,  Mr.  John  T.  CoR 
llns,  Salt  Spring  Island;  secretary,  Mr. 
John  Hosie,  Provincial  Library:  trea- 
surer. Miss  Mary  Stewart.  Victoria  Pub- 
lic Library;  councillors.  His  Honor 
Judge  Howay.  New  Westminster;  Mr. 
Herbert  Skinner,  Nana  l  mo;  Miss  Bur- 
nett. Miss  Russell  and  Miss  Wolfenden, 
Provincial  Library;  Mrs.  Hutchison, 
Prospect  Lake;  Mr.  Herbert  Klllam, 
Provincial  Library;  .Mr.  D.  L.  Mac- 
Laurln.  principal  of  the  Normal 
School,  Victoria,  and  Mr.  F.  G.  C.  Wood, 
of  the  University  of  British  Columbia. 

The  treasurer  .  submitted  a  statement 
of  the  finances  of  the  association,  show- 
ing a  balance  In  hand  of  f9.25.  The 
chief  item  of  expense  during  the  year 
had  been  the  entertainment  of  a  party 
of  eighty-one  American  librarians,  who 
visited  the  city  and  Its  environs  on 
June  14.  The  party  spent  an  interest- 
ing hour  in  the  new  Provincial  Library, 
where  the  visitors  were  agreeably  as- 
tonished to  find  such  a  magnificent  col- 
lection of  books,  maps,  charts,  etc,  and 
the  size,  arrangement  and  general 
equipment  and  furnishing  of  the  library 
aroused  their  interest  and  admiration. 
The  whole  party  was  taken  for  a  drive 
round  the  city. 

With  regard  to  the  aims  nnd  objects 
of  the  association,  it  was  felt  that  a 
more  aggressive  programme  to  advance 
the  cause  of  the  public  libraries  move- 
ment In  the  Province  should  be  In- 
augurated at  once,  and  a  publicity  com- 
mittee consisting  of  Miss  Burnett,  Miss 
Clay  and  Mr.  Forsyth  was  appointed 
with  powers. 

Some  discussion  took  place  with  refer- 
ence to  the  existing  Public  Libraries 
Act,  which  was  now  out  of  date.  A 
new  bill,  based  on  model  measures  now 
In  force  In  Ontario  and  the  United 
States  has  been  prepared  by  a  commit- 
tee of  the  association,  and  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Provincial  Government  will 
see  its  way  to  adopt  the  new  bill  In  tts 
entirety  and  so  pave  the  way  for  a 
great  advance  In  library  work  and 
enterprise  throughout  the  Province.  To 
this  end  a  small  committee  consisting 
of  Mr.  Schoiefleld.  Mr.  MacLaurln  and 
Judge  Howay  were  appointed  to  take 
up  the  matter  with  the  Government. 

Arising  from  a  letter  to  the  president 
from  Mr.  Lawrence  J.  Burpee,  of  the 
international  Joint  Commission,  Ottawa, 
the  question  of  a  national  library  for 
Canada  was  Introduced,  but  the  hour 
being  late  a  full  discussion  of  the  sub- 
ject, which  is  of  the  utmost  Importance, 
was  postponed  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  association.

DELAY  IN  PAYMENTS 


Ottawa  Asked  Why  Depend- 
ents of  Munitions  Workers 
Fail  to  Get  Allowance  Given 
by  Imperial  Authorities. 


-  In  view  of  th*  frequent  complaint* 
from  dependent*  of  men  who  went  to 
England  a*  munition  workers,  to  the 
effect  that  the  allowance  made  by  th* 
Imperial  authorities  of  17s.  «d.  per 
week,  long  ago  promised,  has  not  vet 
been  forthcoming,  action  was  taken 
yesterday  by  Mr.  John  Day.  secretary 
of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Council,  to 
ascertain   the  reasons  of  the  delay. 

A  message  wired  by  Mr.  Day  to  Mr. 
Aoyand,  Deputy  Minister  of  Labor, 
at  Ottawa,  asking  for  information  ae 
to  when  the  allowance  would  be  paid, 
pointing  out  that  wives  and  dependents 
of  many  of  the  munition  workers  are 
greatly  in  need  of  money,  and  stating 
.that  as  he  (Mr.  Day),  had  been  called 
In  by  the  members  of  the  British  Mis- 
sion, on  their  visit  to  Victoria,  to  as- 
sist the  Mission  in  securing  workers, 
the  dependents  here  of  men  who  went 
to  England  have  naturally  applied  to 
him  for  advice.  Mr.  Day's  message 
further  pointed  out  that  th*  last  heard 
of  the  matter  was  in  a  communication 
received  from  Mr.  G.  H.  Barnes,  M.  P., 
one  of  the  members  of  the  British 
Mission,  who  had  written  that  he  had 
referred  a  letter  Mr.  Day  had  sent  u> 
him  to  Mr.  Wyndham,  the  British 
Board  of  Trade  representative  on  the 
British  Mission,  that  the  Imperial  Gov- 
ernment had  authorised  the  payment 
of  the,  allowance,  and  that  he  (Mr. 
Barnes),  knew  of  no  reason  why  the 
dependents,  were  not  then  receiving  the 
allowance.  Further,  Mr.  .Barnes  had 
replied,  that  he  understood  the  Im- 
perial Government  has  arranged  that 
the  payments  should  be  made  through 
the  Canadian   Department   of   Labor. 

It  was  because  of  this  Intimation  in 
Mr.  Barnes'  tetter  that  Mr.  Dap  IB  WW 
applying  to  the  Labor  Department  at 
Ottawa.

Among  the  Canadian  women  who 
have  deserved  and  received  honor  since 
the  war  began  is  Miss  M.  McDonald, 
who  went  out  as  matron-ln-cbief  of  the 
first  Canadian  expeditionary  force,  and 
has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the 
Duchess  of  Connaught  Military  Hospi- 
tal  at   Cliveden. 

Miss  Macdonald  was  fitted  by  experi- 
ence for  the  task  given  her.  She 
nursed  In  the  South  African  war  and 
was  one  of  those  who  fought  death 
from  wounds  and  disease  In  the  war 
between    the    United    States  and    Spain. 

In  the  Panama  zone  Xurse  Macdonald 
was  one  of  those  who  dared  the  dan- 
gers of  yellow  fever  before  the  won- 
derful transformation  which  has  made 
the  region  a  safe  and  pleasant  home  for 
those  whose  duty  calls  them  to  the 
Isthmus.

Vareat  Teachers'  Association 
Half  a  century  ago  the  teacher  was 
the  guide,  philosopher  and  friend  of 
the  fathers  and  mothers  of  his  pupils. 
He  knew  the  babies  and  the  toddlers, 
the  young  men  and  young  women  as 
well  aa  the  boys  and  girls  of  his  school. 
He  was  welcome  at  every  fireside,  and 
there  was  always  a  place  for  him  at 
the  table.  The  singing  school  and  the 
debating  society  had  a  seat  for  the 
"master,"  and  he  was  not  afraid  to 
take  a  prominent  part  In  political  meet- 
ings when  the  contests  were  hottest. 
The  schoolmaster  who  was  not  able 
to  hold  his  own  in  his  little  world  wan 
seldom  long  In  one  place.  He  passed 
from  district  to  district  till  his  failure 
became  too  manlfeat  for  him  to  secure 
employment  anywhere.  Among  these 
teachers  were  some  who  devoted  them- 
selves to  study  and  many  who  possessed 
Intellectual  vigor,  but  there  were  few 
who  did  not  know  their  pupils  well  and 
were   not   friends   of   their   parenta. 

It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that 
many  of  these  teachers  became  In  one 
way  or  other  leaders  of  men.  Mem- 
bers of  Parliament,  lawyers,  editors, 
physicians  and  clergymen  have  In  the 
past  received  their  early  training  and 
owed  much  of  their  success  to  the  ex- 
perience gained  among  the  boys  and 
girls   of  the  district   school. 

These  men  were  not  perfect.  Some 
of  them  had  grave  faults.  But  they 
were  human.  They  loved  learning  and 
they  had  a  deal  affection  for  their  pu- 
pils, which  often  lasted  long  after  school 

daya   were  over _. . 

A  gradual  change  has  come  nbout  In 
the  attitude  of  teachers  towards  the 
community  In  which  they  live.  Thla  is 
most  marked  In  the  cities.  There  are 
scores  of  teachers  who  do  not  know 
the  faces  of  the  fathers  and  mothers 
of  their  pupils  and  many  parents  have 
not  taken  the  trouble  to  learn  even  the 
names  of  the  teach*""*  with  whom  their 
children   spend  their   days. 

The  teacher  of  the  rural  school, 
usually  a  woman,  has  little  of  the  In- 
fluence In  the  district  of  the  school- 
master of  early  days.  Perhaps  the 
teaching  Is  aa  carefully  done  as  In  the 
past.  We  are  told  that  methods  are 
far  more  enlightened.  Certainly  few  of 
the  teachers  are  as  severe.  But,  on  the 
other  hand,  not  many  are  as  kind.  The 
country  teacher  thinks  it  no  shame  to 
relinquish  her  charge  at  the  end  of 
the'  term,  and  In  the  graded  schools 
the  aim  la  to  send  all  the  pupils  from 
grade  to  grade  mvry  year.  The  teach- 
ers are  faithful  and  Industrious,  but 
they  scarcely  know  their  pupils,  and  It 
Is  only  the  parents  of  those  that  are 
troublesome  with  whom  they  come  in 
contact.  There  are  exceptions,  but 
many  teachers  pride  themselves  on  their 
aloofness  and  parenta  have  little  sym- 
pathy with  the  teacher.  That  in  all 
this  there  Is  great  loss  not  only  to 
the  teachers  as  a  body  but  to  the  com- 
munity at  large.  It  la  Impossible  to 
deny. 

Tho  University  Women's  Clab  of 
Vancouver  la  on*  of  tho  bodies  of  think- 
ing people  who  recognise  that  some- 
thing ought  to  be  done  to  restore  what 
waa  good  in  the  old  order  of  things  so 
far  aa  the  schools  are  concerned.  The 
committee  on  education  has  brought  In 
a  report  aaklng  that  stepa  be  taken  to 
form  a  Parent  Teachers'  Association  in 
that  city.  Tho  object  of  thla  associa- 
tion, aa  its  name  indicate*,  is  to  bring 
the  home  and  tho  school  Into  closer 
contact.  * 

The  club  listened  to  an  address  from 
Mra    Boilort,    M.A..    or    Columbia    Uni- 
versity, who  waa  la  a  position  to  apeak 
of  the  work  done  by   similar  organlsa- 
I  ttona  In   many   elates   of   the   Unless, 
[       Everything    asprsis.   so  the   spirit    In 


a  lasting  possession.  The  book  may 
be  lost  or  destroyed,  but  once  read  Its 
influence  lasts  forever.  ThlM.  unfor- 
tunately, is  quite  as  true  of  the  bad 
as  the  good  book,  and  there  are  today 
scores  of  bad  books  which  give  little 
outward  sign  of  the  evil  influence  they 
exert.  Speaking  of  these,  The  Satur- 
day Evening  Post  says:  "Time  was 
when  you  could  tell  a  wrong  book  for 
a  boy  because  it  was  bound  in  yellow 
paper  and  sold  for  a  dime.  Nowadays 
many  wrong  books  for  boys  are  most 
respectably  bound  In  cloth.  And  they 
are  perfectly  moral..  In  the  narrowest 
sense  of  that  much  abused  word.  They 
describe  how  a  fourteen-year-old,  with 
a  discarded  set  of  harness  and  an  old 
hoopsklrt,  made  a  flying  machine  and 
sailed  round  the  earth;  or  with  a  leaky 
waahboller  and  two  dollar*  In  cash 
built  a  submarine  that  destroyed  the 
enemy's  fleet;  how  a  lad  in  knee- 
breeches  circumvented  a  gang  of  des- 
perate criminals  and  so  became  presi- 
dent  of  a  railroad  at  sixteen." 

This  may  sound  like  exaggeration,  yet 
stories  almost  as  wild  have  so  capti- 
vated many  a  lad  as  to  fill  all  his 
thoughts  for  months  together.  This  Is 
why  they  find  a  place  on  the  shelves  of 
newsdealers  and  booksellers  who  have 
little    discrimination. 

But  the  great  majority  of  books  are, 
after  all,  wholesome.  Fairy  tales  for 
the  little  ones:  stories  written  for  chil- 
dren by  the  great  men  and  women  who 
are  now  living  or  have  recently  passed 
away.  It  is  well  worth  making  In- 
quiry if  one  has  any  doubt.  If  but 
few  gifts  can  be  given,  one  at  least 
should  be  a  book,  which  will  be.  read 
for  its  interest  and  which  will  help  to 
make  the  reader  a  stronger  and  better 
man  or  woman.

The  only  daughter  of  the  King  Is  anx- 
ious to  qualify  herself  for  a  position 
as  nursing  sister.  A  recent  London 
letter  says: 

"She  has  been  petitioning  her  par- 
ents recently  to  be  allowed  to  go  to  the 
front  aa  a  nurse  and  take  her  place 
with  other  titled  women  behind  the  fir- 
ing line  In  Flanders,  and  it  is  whis- 
pered at  the  palace  that  It  Is  probable 
she  will  prevail  In  her  hopes  and  ap- 
pear as  plain  'Sister  Mary'  In  a  ward, 
for  her  father  secretly  rejoices  at  her 
pluck,  yet  finds  himself  officially  com- 
pelled  to  oppose   her   enthusiasm. 

"Whenever  Princess  Mary  mentions 
her  ambition  In  the  nursing  direction 
both  the  King  and  Queen  Mary  shake 
their  heads,  but  lately  the  Queen  gave 
in  to  the  extent  of  allowing  her 
daughter  to  take  nursing  lessons,  the 
Princess'  grandmother,  Queen  Alex- 
andra, selecting  the  matron  of  a  big 
London  hospital  as  special  instructress. 
"The  Princess,  in  the  words  of  a 
prominent  member  of  the  household, 
"has  grown  up  from  a  schoolgirl  into 
a  dignified  young  woman  In  a  few 
months,"  and  within  the  last  week  has 
begun  to  organize  the  selection  and 
dispatch  of  her  1915  Christmas  pres- 
ents to  the  troops  In  the  various  war 
theatres. 

"With  her  father's  and  her  mother's 
sanction  she  has  taken  entire  charge 
of  this  work,  and  has  been  visiting  hos- 
pitals and  nursing  homes  with  her  gov- 
erness, Mile.  Duaaau,  who  helps  her  to 
make  selections  and  also  interviews 
traders    In   her  behalf. 

"The  1'rlnecss  is  very  methodical  In 
her  arrangements.  She  has  her  own 
little  writing  room  In  Buckingham 
Palace,  where  she  goes  through  her 
correspondence  and  piles  of  catalogues 
every  morning,  Just  as  her  father  does 
in  his  room  In  the  same  wing  of  the 
palace.  She  has  shown  such  discretion 
In  the  handling  of  the  correspondence 
that  Queen  Mary  has  turned  over  to 
her  a  considerable  portion  of  her  own 
correspondence,  and  has  given  her  the 
help  of  Mme.  Wellington.  Her  Majesty's 
private  eecretary.  for  several  hours 
dally"

the  country  than  nursing,  and  yet  It  Is 
easy  to  sympathise  with  her  dealre  to 
take  part  In  that  high  and  noble  work.

Besides  some  Interesting  comments 
upon  the  tax  situation  in  force  in  Pa- 
cific Coast  cities  he  tabulates  eeveral 
conclusions  arrived  at  on  tha  taxation 
of  land  values  only.     They  are: 

Under  certain  circumstances  (to 
quote  the  report)  tha  plan  of  exempt- 
ing Improvements  ean  be  put  into  oper- 
ation without  disastrous  consequences. 
The  effects  depend  largely  upon  local 
conditions. 

The  plan  haa  had  undesirable  effects 
where  Its  Introduction  has  Involved  a 
material  ineroaaa  in  the  tax  rata. 

Tha  plan  haa  had  very  undesirable 
effects,  where  Ita  introduction  haa  in- 
volved a  material  decrease  in  tha  tax 
base. 

Where  the  system  was  successfully 
introduced,  land  values  were  increasing 
enormously. 

Canadian  experience  offers  no  evi- 
dence aa  to  what  the  effects  may  be 
where  land  valuea  are  Increasing  un- 
evenly. 

'  Tha  Canadian  experiments  do  not, 
show  what  roaulta  may  be  expected 
where  the  margin  between  loaaa  and 
aecurlty  is  narrow, 


la  important  to  choose  suitable  time  to 
make  reductions  In  the  tax  on  build- 
lugs. 

The  Canadian  experiments  have  been 
confined  to  young  cities.

In  general,  Dr.  IJalg  states  tiiat  the 
chargea  against  a  piece  of  properly 
would  not  seem  exorbitant  to  the  aver- 
age American  taxpayer,  but  neverthe- 
less they  seemed  to  be  causing  consider- 
able distress  among  the  property  owners 
in  the  city. 

"Moreover,  the  policy  of  the  city  in 
regard  to  sales  of  land  for  taxea  has 
been  very  loose,"  he  say  a.  "The  Us: 
sole  was  held  In  December,  1909.  The 
sale  before  that  was  fh  1905.  It  was 
planned  to  hold  a  sale  In  1913,  but  the 
council  decided  to  postpone  it  because 
of  hard  times  and  the  distress  It  was 
likely  to  cause.  The  year  1914  found 
conditions  si  ill  worse,  and  even  before 
Wftr  was  declared  It  was  decided  that 
no  tux  sale  should  be  hold." 

"Even  If  the  policy  of  liberal  borrow- 
ing should  be  immediately  discon- 
tinued," reada  another  part  of  the  re- 
port, "It  would  be  some  years  before  re- 
lief from  heavy  debt  charges  could  be 
secured.  Only  small  numbers  of  the 
general  bonds  fall  due  before  1823.  The 
city  has  always  curtailed  very  greatly 
the  construction  of  local  Improvements. 
General  observation  in  Vancouver 
tenda  to  create  tha  Impression  that 
there  is  no  lack  of  objects  for  which 
money  might  well  be  spent.  On  the 
whole  the  immediate  financial  outlook 
is  not  bright.  A  much  higher  tax  rate 
or  a  change  in  the  tax  system  seems  to 
be  the  alternative  which  is  before  the 
cttisens  of  Vancouver," 

Cutting  of  Stags 

The  ovttlng  down  of  the  civic  staffs 
is  not  overlooked.  In  this  regard,  the 
report  dealing  with  Vancouver  aaya: 

"The  assessment  officials  believe  that 
much  Income  and  personal  property 
.ould  be  added  to  the  assessment  rolls 
If  funds  were  granted  them  for  addltl- 
tlonat  aid  on  their  staff," 

After  going  extensively  into  the  ques- 
tion of  assessments,  Dr.  Halg  finds  that 
Assessment  Commissioner  Painter's  tig- 
urea  must  approach  a  true  and  con- 
servative value  of.  the  land.  This  in- 
ference, he  says,  Is  strengthened  by 
the  fact  that  the  two  special  commis- 
sioners, Messrs.*  J.  W.  Allen  and  J. 
xicolls.  were  appointed  by  the  then 
mayor,  Mr.  T.  S.  Baxter,  with  the  direct 
purpose,  It  was  amid,  of  substantially 
Increasing  the  tax  base  In  order  that 
an  increase  In  the  tax  rate,  or  a  return 
to  taxing  buildings,  might  be  rendered 
necessary. 

Taking  up  the  effects  of  the  intro- 
duction of  the  land  tax  upon  building 
activity.  Dr.  Halg  says  that  there 
seems  to  be  no  doubt  -that  Vancouver  Is 
greatly  over-built.  He  quotes  Assess- 
ment Commissioner  Patnter  aa  saying 
that  less  than  half  the  houses  which 
were  ordinarily  rented  had  tenants. 
Aid.  Crowe  Is  quoted  as  asserting:  "If 
the  single  etax  waa  the  cause  of  this 
overbuilding.  It  was  the  cause  of  a 
financial  disaster." 

The  opinions  of  all  the  aldermen  on 
tho  Council  In  1914  are  set  out  and 
those  of  many  bualness  and  professional 
men  of  Vancouver,  without  their  names 
being  disclosed. 

Movement  Against  Tax 

"The  interviews  quoted  above  make 
It  very  plain,"  reads  the  report  that 
there  Is/  under  way  at  the  present 
time  a  movement  In  favor  of  aban- 
doning the  single  tax  and  returning 
to  the  system  of  taxing  buildings.  Tha 
force  back  of  the  movement  finds  its 
strength  in  varied  sources.  The  most 
important  of  these  Is  doubtless  the 
general  financial  situation  in  the  city. 
Tha  eagerness  to  avoid  a  higher  tax 
rate  is  probably  responsible  for  the 
.  greater  share  of  the  sentiment  which 
ex«sts  today  In  favor  of  returning  to 
the  old  plan.  Another  source  in  which 
the  movement  finds  strength  Is  the 
poaltton  of  persons  who  own  vacant 
land  which,  undsr  present  conditions. 
It    Is   impossible    to   improve." 

He  points  out,  however*,  that  tho  as- 
sessment figures  for  1914  by  wards  fur- 
nish materia]  which  tenda  to  show  that 
there  Is  Httte  claim  that  the  small 
hossshskttr  at  the  present  time  pays 
heavier  taxea  than  he  would  under  the 
old  system.

Sir, — Statements  aa«lng 
that  eggs  produced  in  this  Pro  vino*, 
particularly  at  the  Coast,  ware  Inferior 
to  Prairie  sggs  for  cold  storage  par* 
poses,  the  writer  waa  authorised  by  tho 
executive  of  the  B.  C.  Poultry  Associa- 
tion to  conduct  experiments  with  both 
kinds  of  eggs  this  past  season  to  test 
this.  Eggs  were  secured  from  s  Gov- 
ernment farm  on  the  Prairies  and  also 
from  the  Cowicbao  district.  Both  lots 
were  laid  during  the  same  period  and 
all  were  infertile.  After  being  placed 
in  cold  storage  in  Vancouver  for  a 
period  of  five  and  a  half  months  they 
were  taken  out,  carefully  examined  by 
means  of  candling,  and  some  were  given 
to  various  persons,  who  cooked  and  tasted 
both  kinds.  No  Information  waa  given  out 
as  to  where  the  eggs  were  produced. 
The  consensus  of  opinion  wss  unani- 
mously In  favor  of  the  local  eggs,  as 
regards  flavor,  taste  and  "set-up."  The 
Kastern  egga  were  much  stronger  in 
flavor  and  contained  a  larger  proportion 
of  watery  contents  when  candled.  The 
writer  considers  that  there  is  no  ground 
whatever  for  tho  assertion  that  British 
Columbia  egga  are  Inferior  for  cold 
storage  purposes,  and  ventures  to  state 
that  local  infertile  egga  produced  In 
the  Spring  can  more  than  hold  their 
own  against  tha  best  produced  outside 
the  Province.

"Before  quitting  the  subject  of  m; 
connection  with  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment, I  feel  that  it  is  due  to  the  Hon 
J.  H.  Turner  to  pay  a  passing  tribute 
to  his  capability  and  universal  urbanity 
in  his  official  capacity,  and  in  dealings 
with  his  subordinates.  An  ardent  lover 
of  nature,  and  early  recognising  thnt 
agriculture  is  the  true  source  of  wealth 
to  a  community,  he,  in  the  face  of  In- 
difference and  even  acttve  opposition  on 
the  part  of  his  colleagues,  extorted  a 
reluctant  acquiescence  in  the  niggardly 
grants  so  grudgingly  given  in  order 
that  at  least  a  start  should  be  made  in 
furtherance,  of  his  cherished  scheme. 
His  foresight  haa  been  amply  rewarded 
by  the  seal  of  approval  by  the  rural 
population  and  tardily  by  his  success- 
ors in  office,  which  has  been  set  on  the 
work  he  initiated.  Hla  subsequent 
translation  to  London  as  Agent-Oeneral 
of  the  Province  has  bean  attended  with 
the  happiest  results;  he  in  that  ca- 
pacity, having  shown  himself  to  be  a 
true  friend  of  British  Columbia,  and 
with  his  intimate  knowledge  of  its  con- 
ditions, he  haa  been  able  to  Influence 
public  opinion  regarding  It  in  the  most 
fovarable  manner.  I  feel  that  this  is 
but  a  feeble  tribute  to  the  work  of  Mr. 
Turner,  who  in  his  official  capacity  in 
this  Province  was  the  originator  of  a 
department  in  the  public  service,  repre- 
sentative as  It  is  acknowledged  to  he: 
the  one  unfailing  'source  of  the  coun- 
try's prosperity.".

FAMOUS  ALBANIAN 

CHIEF  IS  DEAD 

lasa     Boletiaata     Mas     Mad     righting 
Career— Was   *ride   and   Veer,    of 
Generation  Of  Tribesman 


The  Neuve  Frele  Presse,  of  Amster- 
dam, reports  the  death  of  the  famous 
Albanian   chief,    Issa   Boletlnatz. 

Boletlnatz.  or  as  the  Amaut  tribes- 
men used  to  call  him,  Boletlne,  after 
his  native  village,  has  passed  away  In 
the  prime  of  life — in  his  50th  yean- 
just  as  the  tide  of  war  was  flowing 
fast   In    his   direction. 

The  modern  hero  of  Albania,  he  be- 
longed to  a  fighting  race  who  disdain 
the  pastime  of  peace,  and  are  never  so 
happy  as  when  sniping  at  an  enemy  In 
the  hills.  He  had  already  achieved 
International  fame  when  In  the  Balkan 
wars  of  three  years  ago  he  mustered 
an  army  to  attack  the  traditional  foe. 
the  Serbians. 

When,  In  1013.  he  came  to  London 
for  the  conference  which  preceded  the 
setting  up  of  the  shortlived  Albanian 
Sovereignty  he  refused  to  put  off  alto- 
gether the  national  costume.  He  wore 
the  small  white  cap  of  tne  mountains, 
and  under  a  Western  overcoat  the  blue 
camisole  and  bolero,  the  red  belt,  and 
trousers  fitting  tightly  below  the  knee. 
A  tall,  spare  man,  with  keen  eyes.  It 
wanted  but  tho  sudden  appearance  of 
his  Arab  charger,  the  exchange  of  his 
overcoat  for  the  gold-mounted  revolvers 
gleaming  In  his  girdle,  and  a  rifle  slung 
over  the  shoulders  to  convert  him  into 
the  real  entertain,  at  once  the  pride 
and  the  fear  of  a  generation  of  tribes- 
men. 

He  began  his  fighting  at  seventeen, 
and  for  thirty  years  did  little  else.  His 
prowess  In  defeating  marauding  bands 
who  penetrated  into  the  Mltrovltxa 
dlatiict  froth  Serbia  and  Montenegro 
soon  brought  him  eminence  among  the 
mountaineers.  Ills  exploits  were,  how- 
ever, so  far  aa  Europeans  and  traders 
were  concerned,  so  much  like  the  acts 
of  a  murderous  brigand,  that  he  was 
outlawed,  and  forbidden  to  ester  Mlt- 
rovitxa  under  pain  of  death. 

But.  with  bis  faithful  adherents,  he 
made  light  of  the  official  proscription, 
and  twice  a  week  rede  into  the  town 
in  fall  daylight,  though  there  wss  a 
garrison  sf  Turkish  treses.  If  ever 
the  Turks  pretended  to  mean  business 
he  retired  to  a  mountain  fastaesa.  Im- 
pregnable except  against  the  heaviest 
of  modern  artillery.

Resenting  Accusations  Made 
Against  Them — Men  of 
Clayoquot  Surfboat  Make 
Statement. 


Although  the  Clayoquot  lifeboat  crew 
failed  to  reach  the  survivors  of  the 
Carelmapu  until  the  morning  after  the 
wreefc,  a  report  Issued  by  the  men  In 
charge  of  the  surf-boat  makes  It  appar- 
ent that  they  did  everything  within 
their  power  to  reach  the  wreck  and  the 
shipwrecked  men  In  the  ahorteet  po's- 
albie  apace  of  time,  deapite  the  fact 
that  their  movement*  were  'beset  with 
the  areateat  difficulties  owing  to,  the 
darkness  and  the  nature  of  the  country 
through   which   they   traversed. 

The  members'  of  the  crew  of  the 
Clayoquot  surf-boat  deeply  resent  th. 
accusations  made  that  they  went  to  bed 
and  slept  while  the  Carelmapu  surrir- 
ors  sought  what,  ahelter  they  could  in 
a  small  untenanted  Indian  shack  adja- 
cent to  the   wreck. 

It  is  expected  that  an  Investigation 
win  be  ordered  by  the  Dominion  au- 
thorities Into  the  charges  made  against 
the  lifeboat  crew.  The  charges  were  to 
the  effect  that  they  went  te  bed  and 
slept,  knowing  that  a  wreck  had  occur- 
red on  the  coast  The  lifeboat  crew  as- 
sert that  this  Is  untrue,  and  in  present- 
ing their  side  of  the  case,  claim  they 
were  on  patrol  all  night. 
Report  ay  Crew 

The  following  report  has  been  made 
by  the  members  of  the  crew  of  the 
Clayoquot  surf -boat: 

"On  the  day  of  the  wreck  of  the 
Carelmapu,  between  1:30  and  2  p.m..  we 
heard  the  foghorn  sound  three  times 
■lowly,  with  minute  intervals  (not  an 
-alarm),  being  the  uaual  call  to  the  Ma- 
qulnna  when  passing  the  lighthouse. 
Nothing  else  was  heard.  A  frightful 
storm  was  raging  at  the  time,  and  the 
coxswain  ordered  the  boats  to  be  got 
ready  at  once  and  stand  by  in  caae  of 
emergencies.  No  more  was  heard  from 
the  lighthouse,  the  cable  having  been 
bioken  by  recent  storms  and  no  mes- 
sage was  possible  over  the  wire. 
Traversed   Difficult    Country 

"About  6:30  p.m.  the  first  intimation 
came  from  the  Toftno  telegraph  office 
saying:  'N.  B.— Wreck  reported  on 
Chesterman's  beach.'  There  were  miles 
of  difficult  country  between  Toflno  and 
the  actual  scene.  We  were  Just  about 
to  have  supper,  but  rushed  off  Just  aa 
soon  as  we  could  get  ropes  and  lanterns 
to  where  we  were  informed  the  wreck 
was.  It  was  very  dark  when  we  start- 
ed, but  we  all  carried  lanterns  and  tock 
turns  to  drag  and  carry  ropes  over  the 
miserable  excuse  for  a  road.  In  single 
file,  not  having  room  to  pass  one  nn- 
other.  We  made  a  point  opposite  the 
beach,  and  tben  plunged  into  the  bus*i, 
making  a  bee  line  for  the  beach,  direct- 
ed by  the  sound  of  the  surf.  Through 
bush  and  swamp,  often  up  to  our 
waists  In  mud  and  water;  under  &nd 
over  all  kinds  of  obstacles,  strained  and 
half-blinded  by  bush  and  pitfalls,  we 
moved  on.  * 

"We  arrived  at  the  beach  about  3:30 
p.m.  We  were  not  lost.  It  looks  along 
time,  but  anyone  who  knows  this  part 
of  the  country  knows  the  impassible  na- 
ture, pf  it.  We  examined  the  beach 
from  one  end  to  the  other,  found  noth- 
ing, and  again  took  to  the  bush  for 
False  Bay,  another  very  difficult  piece 
of  traveling,  the  wind  continually  put- 
ting out  our  lanterns.  We  searched 
False  Bay  and  found  nothing. 
Every  Man  Did  Sis  Ree* 

"Coming  back,  part  of  the  crew 
searched  the  beaches  towards  Toflno. 
but,  of  course,  with  no  results.  We 
had  on  our  seaboats,  oilskins,  etc.,  nnd 
Were  in  a  tired  condition,  but  every 
man  of  the  crew  did  his  best  and  waa 
eager  and  willing  to  go  anywhere,  but 
up  till  after  6  a.m.  we  did  not  know 
where  the  wreck  was,  and  we  had'  no 
wcrd  or  message  to  tell  us  the  loca- 
tion of  It 

"After  a  change  and  food,  we  re- 
ceived a  report  from  Provincial  Con- 
stable Beaven  to  the  effect  that  the 
wreck  was -In  Shelter  Bight  We  im- 
mediately left  in  the  tender,  proceed- 
ing to  Arnett'.i  landing,  thence  over  the 
'burnt  lands,  arriving  at  Long  Beach 
about  11  a-m.  We  met  the  survivors, 
save  them  food,  and  they  then  being  near 
Mr.  Cooper's  residence  at  Long  Beaeh, 
we  proceeded  to  the  scene  of  the  wreck. 
>Ve  returned  to  the  station,  leaving  one 
of  the  crew  to  watch  the  wreck. 
'    Stayed   by   Wreck 

"We  started  next  morning  about  3 
a.m..  got  everything  of  value  off  and 
placed  above  high  water,  nnd  took  all 
scientific  instruments  with  us  over  the 
trail,  leaving  the  bulk  with  Mr.  Beavan 
to  watch  until  we  got  back  with  the 
boat  to  take  it  In.  as  the  sea  had  gone 
down,  a  launch  arrived  and  removed  the 
rest  of  the  stuff.  After  that  a  patrol 
of  the  beaches  was  kept  up  for  sign  of 
bodies. 

"In  concluding  remarks,  let  ua  say, 
all  credit  to  the  people  who  helped  and 
arrived  at  the  wreck,  but  If  we  had  had 
correct  information  (which  In  some 
mysterious  way  waa  kept  from  us  and 
given  them)  as  to  the  location  of  the 
wreck  there  would  have  been  no  ques- 
tion about  us.  We  cannot  be  In  two 
placea  at  once.  We  did  our  beat  nearlv 
all  night  and  day  until  it  was  finished, 
and  we  feel  that  It  la  an  Injustice  to 
all  of  us  to  be  disparaged  through  the 
press."

Spurting  on  Last  Stages,  Big 
Australian  Liner  Reaches 
William  Head  Twenty-Four 
Minutes  After  Sundown. 


Twenty-four  minutes  after  official 
sundown  the  Canadian-Australasian 
liner  Makura  brought  up  off  William 
Head  last  evening  after  a  passage  of 
slightly  over  sixteen  daya  front  Auck- 
land. Under  a  full  head  of  steam  the 
Australian  liner  was  forced  ahead  at 
her  best  speed,  and  when  her  engines 
were  brought  to  a  standstill  at  the 
quarantine  station  she  was  exactly  6 
days,  4  hours,  IS  minutes  out  from 
Honolulu,  her  last  port  of  call. 

Owing  to  the  large  Christmas  mall 
carried  by  the  Makura,  Dr.  Nelson,  the 
quarantine  officer,  had  been  instructed 
by  Ottawa  to  pass  the  ship  tap — to-U- 
p.  m.  Aa  1(  turned  out  the  liner  was 
Just  Si  minutes  after  official  sundown 
In  making  William  Head.  She  waa 
quickly  paaaed  by  the  quarantine  offi- 
cials and  arrived  alongside  the- Outer 
Docks  at  S  p.  m.  Captain  J.  D.  8. 
Phillips  rsported  a  fair  voyage  up  from 
the  South  8eaa. 


S  quarts  for  See. 


He  says  fair  weather  and  smooth 
seas  were  encountered  between  Sydney 
and  Suva,  but  after  leaving  behind  the 
Fijian  port  the  ship  waa  buffeted  by 
strong  northeast  winds  and  head  seas 
until  Honolulu  was  reached.  Light  vari- 
able winds  and  smooth  seaa  marked 
the  remainder  of  the  passage  to  this 
Coast.  The  liner  remained  at  this  port 
an  hour,  during  which  time  510  bags  of 
mall  wore  put  ashore.

BIG  ADVANCE  IN 

RATES  ON  FLOUR 

Freights  on  Cereal  to  Be  Increased  to 

•18  For  Ton  at  the  Beginning 

of  February 


At  the  beginning  of  February,  the 
rate  for  transporting  flour  from  North 
Pacific  porta  to  the  Far  East  are  to  be 
advanced  to  $12  per  ton.  For  some 
time  past,  the  tariff  has  been  M  per 
ton.  The  new  quotation,  it  la  said,  will 
prove  prohibitive.  It  will  be  the  record 
freight  rate  In  the  history  of  transpa- 
cific shipping. 

The  increase  has  been  decided  on 
largely,  It  la  believed,  for  the  purpose 
of  curtailing  the  shipments,  as  the 
traffic  has  reached  greater  proportion* 
than  the  limited  :  tonnage  can  »vell 
hr.ndle.  During  the  past  year,  the 
tramp  steamers  available  have  oeen 
taxed  to  capacity  In  carrying  war  sup- 
plies  from  British  Columbia  and  Puget 
Bound  to  Vladivostok. 
-  The  steamers  of  the  regular  transpa- 
cific lines  have  also  been  carrying  gi- 
gantic cargoes  of  general  freight  and 
war  supplies  to  the  Far  East.  Only  a 
relatively  small  proportion  of  their 
cargoes  were  made  up  of  goods  pro- 
duced on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

The  flour  exports  to  the  Orient  have 
been  unusually  light  on  account  of  the 
price  of  the  product  and  the  high 
charges  for  transportation.  But  a  com- 
paratively few  years  ago,  flour  was 
taken  across  the  Pacific  at  as  low  as 
S<!.60  and  $3  a  ton.  Wheat  was  trans- 
ported at  the  eame  rates.  The  cereal 
even  has  been  taken  from  the  North 
Pacific  coast  to  the  Orient  at  as  low 
a  figure  as  $1  per  ton. 

With  the  proposed  rate  of  112  per 
ton  becoming  effective  early  in  the  New 
Year,  It  la  expected  that  flour  ahlp- 
ments  to  the  Far  East  will  practically 
cease  until  such  time  as  the  freights 
are    reduced.  •

NORTHWESTERN  LEAGUE 
*  LOOKS  TO  MONTANA 

SKATTM:.  Wn,  Dec.  If. —The  ques- 
tion of  adding  two  cities  to  the  North- 
western League's  circuit  to  replace  Vic* 
torla  and  Aberdeen,  which  dropped  ut 
last  Summer,  was  referred  by  tha 
beard  of  directors  today,  to  a  commit- 
tee consisting  of  President  Robert 
tllewltt,  F.  C.  Farr,  of  Spokane,  and  O. 
K.  Dugdale,  of  Seattle.  The  commit- 
tee was  given  power  to  act. 

President  Blewttt  tonight  telegraphed 
to  Mayor  Charles  Uuie,  of  Butte,  and 
to  the  Mayor  of  Missoula,  Mont.,  in- 
quiring if  a  committee  of  business  men 
of  those  cities  could  meet  the  North- 
weatern  League  committee  to  dlscusa 
the  practicability  of  adding  Bute  ant 
Missolua  to  the  Northwestern  circuit. 
Helena,  which  had  been  mentioned  aa  a 
candidate  for  a  place  on  the  circuit,  was 
dropped  from  consideration  because  oC 
the  transportation  conditions.  Missoula 
Is  on  the  main  lines  of  two  railroads 
between  Seattle  and  Buttei  while  a 
side  trip  would  be  required  to  reach 
Helena. 

Ueorge  Kngle,  who  appeared  before 
the  directors  In  behalf  of  Aberdeen, 
was  unable  to  offer  a  definite  proposi- 
tion to  the  league,  although  he  said 
that  the  Aberdeen  promoters  were 
Anxious  to  return  to  the  league.'  The 
directors,  however,  viewed  Montana  as 
the  more  promising  field. 

One  trade  was  completed  and  another 
taken  under  consideration  today.  Van- 
couver traded  Shortstop  Olslason  to 
Spokane  for  Pitcher  Pat  Calaghan. 
deal  which  ia  under  consideration  la 
the  transfer  of  Tealey  Raymond,  man- 
ager of  the  Seattle  team,  to  Spokane. 
President  Farr  offered  to  buy  Ray- 
mond, yesterday,  but  Mr.  Dugdale  de- 
clined to  consider  the  offer.  Today, 
however,  Manager  Raymond  told  tl.e 
Seattle  magnate  that  he  believed  a 
change  of  clubs  would  be  advantageous 
to  him.  and  when  the  Spokane  owner 
retained  negotiations.  President  Dug- 
dale said  that  he  would  give  the  mat- 
ter consideration. 


FTNDSMARKETS 
FOR  B.  C.  PRODUCTS 


Commissioner  H.  G.  White, 
Sent  to  South  America  by 
Provincial  Government,  Gives 
Address  in  Vancouver. 


VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Dec.  If.— The 
Board  of  Trade  on  Tuesday  heard  an 
interesting  address  by  Mr.  H.  O.  White, 
who,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  board. 
wds  sent  aa  trade  commlsaloner  to 
South  America  and  the  West  Indlea  by 
the  Provincial  Government.  Mr.  White's 
trip  was  curtailed  by  the  upsetting  of 
trade  conditions  by  the  war,  but  good 
results  are  hoped  for  In  the  future  from 
his  missionary  work.  He  Informed  the 
board  that  he  expected  to  go  south 
again  soon,  for  American  flrma,.  who 
are  making  strong  bids  for  South  Amer- 
ican trade. 

He  said  that  great  credit  was  due  to 
the  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade  for  act- 
ing In  this  matter.  He  first  vlgUed 
Brazil.  Most  Of  his  time  wsa  agx-nt 
in  Rio  de  Janeiro.  He  found  a  strong 
demand  for  apples.  In  fact  all  South 
American  places  are  anxloua  to  secure 
apples.  Potatoes  are  In  demand,  in 
view  of  the  falling  off  of  supplies  from 
Portugal  and  France,  but  this  demand 
cannot  be  met  until  better  transporta- 
tion facilities  are  aecured. 

Brazil  uses  vast  quantities  of  fish, 
but  here  again  the  duty  and  transporta- 
tion possibilities  he  said  were  adverse. 
There  wag  a  market  for  Douglas  fir. 
The  only  opening  for  reciprocal  trade 
was  as  regards  coffee. 

He  afterwards  spent  considerable 
time  in  Buenos  Aires.  There  he  found 
a  German  in  control  of  the  papers  of 
Argentina  because  he  had  contracts  to 
supply  them  with  paper.

(My  Philip  Olbbs) 
it  has  been  good  to  see  the  soldiers 
of  France  aialn.  The  British  soldier 
has  wonderful  qualities  of  his  own- 
ing he  aot  proved  themT— but  the  tem- 
perament and  the  genius  of  his  French 
comrades  are  of  a  different  nature, 
with  an  irresistible  appeal  to  men  who' 
lovo  a  "beau  geste,"  and  the  salt  of 
Gallic  wit.  and  the  keen  intelligence 
or  a  democratic,  people.  They  give  a 
touch  of  the  old  chivalry  to  this  mod- 
ern brutality  of  war.  and  In  the  dirt 
of  the  trenches  they  retain  the  cour- 
tesy of  their  race. 

It    was   with  a   fine  courtew.   though 
not    In    the    dirt    of    tK«    trenches,    that 
Home  friends  and  myself  were  received 
by   a   general   of   brigade  and   his   staff 
officers    in    a    small    house    which    has 
escaped  from  the  ruin  around  it.     Out- 
side   there    was    nothing  .  but  .wreckage 
or  fine  old  buildings  and  great  churches 
nnd    the    noise   of    shells   pssslng    over- 
head,   but    Inside,    In    an    elegant    room 
which   belonged   to  a  rich  bourgeois  of 
the   town,  one   forgot   that  its   security 
depended  upon  chance  escape  in  a  con- 
tinuous     bombardment.      The      general 
made   a    little   speech    to   us — his    keen, 
weather-beaten   war-worn   face   illumin- 
ed   by    a    graclousness    that    gave    him 
the  Jook  of  an  old  knight'  of  mediaeval 
times — and   when   a   soldier   had   served 
up    with    champagne,      we     raised    our 
glasses   to    the  .health   of   the    King    of 
Kflglend,    and      the      President    of    the 
French  Republic,  and  to  the  success  of 
the  Allied  Armies.     It  was  a  ceremony 
that   warmed   one's   heart  a   little.   In  a 
town  which  makes  one  feel  cold  by  the 
minister  look  of  Its  ruins  and  the  men- 
ace even  of  Its  silence. 

STo   CTheap   Heroism. 
Some    of    the      French      officers    who 
came   with   us  on   the  battlefields   were 
typical   of  their   race  and   class.     They 
had    a   charming    way    with    them,    and 
showed  a  smiling  ironical  contempt  for 
the    enemy    over    the    way.     One    little 
officer   In   a   steel   helmet — I   could   see 
again  a  Norman   Knight  as  his  ances- 
tor, with  a  falcon  as  his  crest — stood 
so   often   on    the    sky-line   in   full    view 
of   the  "Boches"   (thank  goodness  there 
waa  a  little  mist  about)  that  I  admired, 
hut  deplored,   his  audacity.     It   was  In 
view   of   the   «nemy  also  that  we   took 
our    cars    one    day    over    the   crest    of 
a  hill,  with  a  minute's  Interval  between 
each  one  of  them,  and  at  a  alow  pace 
because  of  the  greasy  mud.     The  officer 
by    my    side    explained    that    the    road 
waa  constantly   "marmlte."   but   he   had 
been   lucky  enough   to  escape   so  often 
that  It   would   be   most  unfortunate  If 
anything  happened  this  time.     I  agreed 
with  him.  especially  as  a  few   minutes 
before    two    eight-Inch    shells    had    ex- 
ploded  In   our  Immediate  neighborhood. 
torn*    ugly-tompered      German      gunner 
had  wanted  to  wipe  us  out,  and  at  the 
•oat tar    of      steel      fragments    I      had 
•prawled    Into   a    dug-out    with    a    sad 
looa  of  dignity,  oa,  top  of  a  French  sol- 
dier,  who  apologised   very   politely   for 
getting  In  say  way. 

Tot  there  to  no  cheap  or  •elf-can- 
sclous  heroism  about  those  .  Trench 
soldiers,  each  one  ef  wheat  tells  of 
mlraealoes  escape  from  death.     "Noth- 


ing hits  me,"  said  ono  of  them.  "All 
my  brother  officers  in  my  regiment 
have  been  killed  or  wounded,  but  I  go 
on  escaping.  The  other  day  an  aerial 
torpedo  came  like  an  arrow  towards 
me  and  fell  at  my  feet.  ...  It  did  not 
burst"  They  know  the  agony  of  war 
to  the  full  and  hate  It,  but  take  Its 
risks  because  of  France,  because  of 
these  rulna  about  them,  and  an  enemy 
encamped  In  their  fields  whom  they 
will  drive  out  whatever  the  price  In 
blood. 

Tempest  Of  Shells. 
"Ce   n'est   pas   bon,   du   tout,   du    tout, 
mon  capltalne,"  said  a  little  French  sol- 
dier. In  Neuvllle  St.  Vaast.     No,  It  was 
not  good  at  all  in  that  village  close  to 
the    German    lines,    and    smashed    Into 
a  frightful  rubbish  heap  mingled  with 
unexploded   shells,    the   twisted   Iron   of 
babies'      perambulators,      bits    of    doad 
bodies,    and      mud-soddened      uniforms, 
scrambled    bricks,   and    shattered   farm- 
carts,      Xor.was    It    good    in    another 
village  of  the  kind,  where  a  little  party 
of  French  soldiers  Just  out  of  the  wet 
trenches'   stood  shivering  by   the  ruined 
walls   while    trench-morta>s   were   mak- 
ing a   fearful   tumult   In   the   neighbor- 
hood.    They    could    not   light    a    fire   to 
dry  their  clothes.     At  the  sign  of  smoke 
the  enemy  would  have  shelled  the  place 
again,    and    these    poor    "pollus"    could 
get  no  kind   of  comfort.     Yet  they  put 
up  with   their  fate   with  stoic  courage, 
and  will  do  again  what  they  have  done. 
I    wonder   if   the   British    people    un- 
derstand  one   thousandth   part  of   what 
the  French  soldiers   have  done  since  a 
day   in   August  of    i»M;    the   unceasing 
way    In    which    they    have    flung    them- 
selves again* t  the  enemy's  lines.  In  this 
part  of  the  line  or  that,  the  passionate 
flee  with   which   they  have  carried   out 
their  attacks   upon   hellish  strongholds. 
The    capture    of    this    one    village    of 
tfeuville    «t.    Vaast    cost    the    French 
7.000    In    killed    and    wounded— at    least 
3,000    dead.      They    fought      like    tigers 
through      the      flaming    streets.      They 
struggled   forward   under   a  tempest   of 
shells:      Soldiers    like    that    young    man 
who   said.   "Oe  n'est   pas   bon.   du    tout, 
du  tout,"  destroyed  the  Prussian  Guard 
or  broke  the  enemy's  line. 

Science  of  Trench  Warfare. 
The  whole  region  through  which  I 
have  been  In  Artols  and  upon  which  I 
looked  down'  from  the  broken  towers 
of  Mont  Klol  beyond  the  great  walls 
of  an  old  monastery  (the  great  barns 
of  the  monks  are  pierced  with  shell 
holes)  to  the  wide  stretching  battle- 
field round  Souches  and  A  bis  In,  reveals 
the  desperate  character  of  the  fighting 
that  has  raged  here  for  15  months,  and 
the  Individual  paaslen  of  the  French 
soldiers  who  have  attacked  such  posi- 
tions as  the  Labyrinth  and  La  '  Folle 
farm,  gaining  a  ridge,  or  a  network 
of  trenches,  or  an  Isolated  house  or  a 
huddle  of  ruins  by  bayonet  rushes,  and 
by  great  sacrifice  of  life. 

There  Is.  however,  no  needless  fling- 
ing away  of  life  In  the  French  army. 
On  the  contrary,  they  show  a  great 
skill  and  care  In  their  building  of  shel- 
ters behind  the  lines  and  Incomparable 
dug-outs  which  defy  all  but  direct  hits. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  war  the  Ger- 
mans had  an  advantage  la  the  sClenre 
of  trench  warfare.  Now  the  French 
have  nothing  more  to  learn,  at  least  In 
subterranean  architecture. 


There    is   an    installation    of    wireless 
telegraphy    by    means    of    which    aero- 
planes   report    their    artillery    observa- 
tions,   and'    from    the    telephone    room 
orders    are    sent    to    the      batteries    to 
regulate    their    flro    accordingly.      Out- 
side  there  Ib  an  observation  post  in  a 
glacis    which    rises    to    a    level    of    the 
road,    and    here    with    a    telescope,    for 
which  a  wooden  stand  has  been   made, 
the    general    may    study    a    wide    battle 
front  and  watch  the  progress  of  a  bom- 
bardment.    It  is  rather  cold  and  damp 
In    that    subterranean    headquarters   for 
all   their  woodwork  and  brickwork,  but 
U  Is  characteristic  of  the  austerity  of 
the    French    array    that    a    general    of 
division  should  be  content  to  live  there. 
Not  far  away,   along   a  certain   road, 
Is  another  dug-out,,  which  has  already 
become   an    historic   place.     It   is    from 
this  shelter  that  General  Joffre  watched 
the   great   attack   on   Souchez.   and   Ab- 
lain  St.  Nazatre  on  May  ».     Au  inscrip- 
tion  nailed    on    to   a   beam     half    way. 
down   some    underground   steps    records 
this   fact,   and   It   was  pointed   to   oy   a 
French   soldier,   who  had   tears   stream- 
ing from  his  eyes,  not  caused  by  emo- 
tion, but  by  a  wood  fire  with  smarting 
fumes  In   the  depth   of  the  dug-out. 

■ 

I  clambered  up  a  wooden  ladder  from 
this  little  chamber  to  an » upper  place 
where,  through  a  narrow  silt  on  a  level 
with  the  ground  outside,  easily  closed 
from  within  by  an  artful  arrangement, 
the  French  Commander-in-Chief  looked 
out  upon  the  greatest  bombardment  in 
the  history  of  warfare,  and  received 
his  reports  of  that  battle  which  swept 
the  Germans  off  Notre  Dame  de 
Iiorette. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  war  I 
have  written  many  things  about  the 
French  army  In  the  field,  for  It  Is, not 
the  first  time  I  have  been  among 
French  soldiers  at  the  front.  I  was 
with  them  when  they  were  retrcating 
on  the  way  to  Paris,  and  afterwards 
when  Paris  had  been  saved  by  tne 
battle  of  the  Maine.  That  seems  a 
long  time  ago,  almost  a  lifetime  ago! 
and  since  then  many  sons  of  France 
have  died  on  the  field  of  honor,  and 
have  endured  untold  agonies  in  battle. 
But  still  I  find  the  same  spirit,  strong 
as  ateel,  the  same  confidence  of  final 
victory,  the  same  qualities  of  gaiety  In 
tragedy,  of  quiet  courage,  of  passion- 
ate faith  in  the  destiny  of  France, 
which  have  Inspired  them  throughout 
the  war.  They  are  great  in  valor, 
these  soldiers  of  France.— London  Dally 
Chronicle. 


A  terrible  picture  of  suffering  to 
drawn  by  a  newspaper  correspondent 
who  was  specially  commissioned  to 
write  an  .article  oh  the  Oerraan  Inva- 
sion of  Russian  Poland.     He  says: 

In  the  region  beyond  Jellhova  I  en- 
tered a  devastated  land.  There  was 
not  a  soul  on  the  road,  and  the  crops 
of  rye  and  wheat  were  rotting  In  the 
The  villages  through  which  I 
passed  were  nothing  but  groups  of 
stark  chimneys,  smoke-blackened.  .  .  . 
It  was  getting  dark  when  I  reached 
Glinny  Stok.  and  the  place  gave  one  a 
fantastic  Impression.  There  were 
smoking  chimneys,  flickering  lights  and 
men  moving  about  near  the  furnaces. 
The  latter  were  '  refugees  who  had  re- 
turned to  their  ruined  homes.  Not  a 
single  house  remained  In  Glinny  Stok. 
Further  on,  there  Is  again  a  desert, 
burnt  vilages,  unharvested  corn,  and  a 
complete  absence  of  all  domestic  ani- 
mals. Throughout  my  Journey  I  never 
saw  a  dog  or  cat. 

I  went  on  through  a  desolate  tract 
of  land,  where  1  almost  died  of  hunger. 
I  paaoed  through  a  dead  village,  en- 
tirely burned  down.  There  were  no 
algna  of  life  anywhere.  Suddenly  I 
saw  a  man  running,  and  I  rushed  after 
him  and  called  to  him,  first  in  Polish 
and  then  in  German.  He  continued  run- 
ning until  I  called  to  him  In  Russian. 
He  was  an  enormously  strong  man, 
covered  with  hair  like  a  wild  animal. 
He  wore  ragged  clothing,  and  It  was 
difficult  to  recognise  the  remnants  of 
a  "besbmet,"  such  as  is  worn  by  the 
Circassians. 

In  reply  to  my  questions,  he  remark- 
ed: "I  am  a  Cossack,  and  have  lost 
my  company.  I  Uv«  here  Just  like  a 
wild  beast.  Should  anyone  know  who 
I  am  I  shall  le  hanged."  I  was  about 
to  ask  for  food,  but  the  Cossack  was 
first,  and  asked  me  to  give  him  some- 
thing to  eat.  I  offered  him  some  wild 
pears,  with  which  I  bad  sated  myself 
all  day,  but  the  Cossack  had  eaten  his 
fill  of  these  luxuries  already. 

Continuing  my  way  along  the  street 
X  saw,  near  a  burnt-out  dwelling,  a 
woman  with  dishevelled  hglr.  Her  ap- 
pearance was  so  distressing  that  I 
turned  away.  Towards  night,  complete- 
ly exhausted,  I  reached  a  village  where 
a  few  houses  had  been  spared.  A 
young  girl  was  watching  me. 

She  gave  me  three  cucumbers,  and 
said  there  was  no  bread  and  no  salt. 
1  found  that  there  were  only  fifteen 
women  and  girls  living  there.  They 
lived  on  pumpkins  and  cucumbers,  and 
hid  themselves  on  the  approach  of  the 
Germans. 

I  then  went  In  search  of  bread,  but 
encountered  nothing  but  a  scene  of 
devastation.  All  the  stfops  bad  re- 
mained open  by  order  of  the  Auatro- 
German  General  Staff,  but  there  waa 
nothing  on  the  shelves.  In  one  shop 
there  was  a  toll  pessimistic  Jew.  "I 
uned  to  be  afraid,"  he  said,  "that  the 
soldiers  would  hang  me;  now  I  am 
afraid  lest  I  should  hang  myself." 


Sad  rough*  la  south  Af rice, 
MONTREAL,  Que.,  Dec.  10.— Harold 
Richard,  of  Reglna,"  Sask.,  who  came 
from  •  the  West  to  enlist  In  the  Fifth 
University  Overseas  Company,  died  sud- 
denly, supposedly  of  heart  failure.
